"STORM' TRIGGERED BY U.S. BUDGET CUTS

[Commentary from "International Current Events" program: "A Dramatic Storm 
Triggered by U.S. Budget Cuts"] 


[Text] Recently the U.S. Government and congress had waged a complicated struggle 
against each other on spending cuts. The approval of the 1982 budget that took 
effect on 1 October has been delayed again and again, thus whipping up a political 
storm rarely seen in the U.S. history, and forcing government organs to partially 
close down their offices. On the morning of 23 November, the U.S. president held 
an emergency cabinet meeting and announced his veto of the bill passed by both 

the Senate and House of Representatives on the funding of the federal government. 
He also called on the leaders of the government organs to make arrangements for 

the closure of government operations. After the meeting, some sections of the White 
House had ceased their operations, while other government organs had also stopped 
their normal operations. Some of the staff members were told not to come to work 
the next day. This had stirred up an uproar in the United States. It was at that 
time that the Senate and House convened again. After 6 hours of vehement debate, 
the Senate and House separately decided, in the afternoon, to authorize the federal 
government to extend the current spending bill to 15 December before the 1982 
funding bill is approved. This turbulent storm had temporarily subsided, and the 
government organs had resumed normal operation. What had caused this storm? 


When Reagan took office at the beginning of this year, he had put forward a plan 
for economic revival. He ambitiously declared that he would seek to gradually 
achieve a balanced budget and revitalize the U.S. economy by reducing taxes and 
outlays. In May, the Reagan administration put forward to the congress the 1982 
budget with spending cuts of as much as $35 billion in order to reduce the deficit 
to $42 billion. After Reagan's strong persuasiun, the congress accepted this 
budget. At the end of July, Reagan had once again made the congress pass this tax 
cut bill, thus putting the economic revival plan on a legal fotting. However, 
plans and facts are totally different. Since the beginning of the second quarter 
of this year, the U.S. economy has deteriorated instead of taking a turn for the 
better. The government revenues fell short of expenditures. The total amount of 
the national “ebt rose to nearly $1 trillion. The financial deficit is on the rise, 
and the plan for national economic revival is facing a total collapse. In late 
September, the Reagan administration put forward its plan to trim its budget and 








further reduce its expenditures by $8.5 billion in order to bring its deficit under 
control. This decision of Reagan's caused strong repercussions in the congress 
who refused to approve this decision immediately. 


The U.S. fiscal year begins on 1 October. If the spending bill is not passed by 
the congress before this date, the federal government will be unable to operate 
because of lack of funds. In order to alleviate this situation, the congress had 
adopted a temporary measure to allow the government to draw funds before 20 November 
on the basis of the current spending bill so as to keep the government in business. 
However, problems remain unsolved. Under this situation, Reagan could not but 

make a concession by insinuating that the amount of spending cuts could possibly 

be reduced. In mid-November, the Republican-controlled Senate passed a compromise 
bill, cutting government expenditures by $4 billion. However, this bill was turned 
down by the House where Democrats form the majority. The 20 November date [as 
heard] will soon pass, and the deadline of the temporary measure is just around 

the corner. Reagan once again asked for an extension of the deadline. But, the 
Democratic Party has never showed respect for the president. It is determined to 
have a trial of strength with Reagan. On 22 November the House of Representatives 
had voted 205-194 to pass a spending bill with only $2 billion in cuts. The 

Senate unexpectedly went along with this bill. On the surface, there is only a 
difference of $2 billion. However, this involves Reagan's prestige and the 
president's power. Therefore, Reagan has vetoed this funding bill, thus stirring 
up a turbulent storm. 


This matter shows that contradictions abound within the U.S. ruling clique. It 
also indicates that Reagan's plan for economic revival has a dim future. The 
struggle centering around spending cuts is still going on. No ome can predict 
what kind of storm will take shape prior to 15 December--the deadline for the 
temporary measure.

{"Feature: Joint American-Egyptian Military Exercise"--XINHUA headline] 


[Text] Cairo, 24 Nov (XINHUA correspondent Yu Mingbo)--An ll-day joint American- 
Egyptian military exercise codenamed "Bright Star 82" and involving 4,000 men of 

the U.S. rapid deployment force and an equal number of Egyptian officers and men 

ended today. 


On 14 November, the first day of the exercise, 18 C-141 and six C-130 transports 
dropped 800 paratroopers and a large quantity of military equipment in the desert 
a few dozen kilometers west of Cairo directly from a base in North Carolina, the 
United States. On 22 November, the U.S. and Egyptian units started a final 
manoeuvre against an imaginary enemy occupying a stronghold in the desert. After 
3 days of fierce fighting they wiped out the “enemy” with the support of B-52 
bombers. 


The exercise was not highly appraised by military attaches and journalists in 
Cairo who were invited to watch, because of the lack of seriousness on the part 
of the units taking part in it. Observers here believed that the emphasis of the 
exercise is more political than military, demonstrating the resolve of the Reagan 
administration to keep a strong military presence in the Middle East. 


It is the general belief here that the Soviet Union is the "enemy" in the exercise. 
Even U.S. officials did not deny this. The Soviet military occupation of Afghanistar 
and its threat to the oil-producing Middle East are a matter of deep concern 

to the U.S. and the countries in the region. A military observer said the exercise 
is a warning to the Soviet Union: "Stop and don't touch the oil fields in the 

Middle Bast." 


A U.S. captain who took part in the exercise told this correspondent, however, 
that the United States could not win a war in the Middle East if it relies only 

on the rapid deployment force. Without the support of the countries in the Middle 
East it could not carry out a protracted war, he added. 


The U.S. partiality towards Israel in the Arab-Israeli conflict angered the Arab 
world and seriously damaged its relations with the Arab countries. An American 
pointed out that if the U.S. wishes to win support from the Arab world it could 
not ignore their interests.

U.S. TO SET UP CARIBBEAN MILITARY COMMAND

[Text] Beijing, 24 Nov (XINHUA)--The Pentagon yesterday announced that a newly- 
designated "U.S. forces Caribbean command" will be established on 1 December at 

Key West, Florida, in a move which defence officials said "reflects the continuing 
U.S. interest in the vital Caribbean area," according to news reports from Washington. 


The new command will include the current small task force formed 2 years ago under 
the Carter administration in response to the presence of a Soviet brigade in Cuba 
and the Antilles defence command in Puerto Rico which will be thus '‘disestablished" 
as a separate command. It will count on no permanently assigned forces, but will 
be authorized to call on naval »mits in the area and employ army and air force 
elements provided by the joint chiefs of staff when necessary. 


The area of responsibility coming under the command "will include waters and 
islands of the Caribbean Sea, the Gulf of Mexico and portions of the Pacific Ocean 
bordering Central America," the Pentagon announcement said. 


The announcement came in the wake of repeated warnings by Washington officials 
about heavy military build-up in Nicarague under Soviet and Cuban patronage and 
growing outside arms support for guerrillas in El Salvador. 


One of the latest such warnings was pronounced by Secretary of State Alexander 

Haig on the eve of his departure for a visit to Mexico. It was "vitally important" 
for countries in the area to recognise the threat of the “huge military buildup" 

in Nicaragua where there has been "a high influx of sophisticated armaments" from 
the Soviet Union and its allies, Haig said on Sunday. He refu ed to rule out the 
possibility of a naval blockade of Nicaragua. 


In a separate interview, White House Counsellor Edwin Meese, while repeating 
President Reagan's promise not to send U.S. troops to Central America, said such 

a blockade "would depend on circumstances" in the future. "There is a threat to 
other countries in Central America and that's why there is a great deal of concern, 
not just by the United States but by other countries in Latin America." Defense 
Secretary Caspar Weinberger admitted over the weekend that "there is contingency 
planning going on." ;

U.S. TO TAKE "REASONABLE, TOUGH' STAND IN GENEVA

[Text] Geneva, 27 Nov (XINHUA)--Paul H. Nitze, head of the U.S. delegation to the 
rorthcoming U.S.-Soviet talks on nuclear arms reduction in Europe, said tsdcy he 
would have a “reasonable and tough" position at the talks. 


Nitze was speaking to reporters upon his arrival at the Geneva Airport. The United 
States and the Soviet Union will start negotiations on Monday (30 November) on 
the reduction of the medium-range missiles in Europe. 


He warned that people must not have “unrealistic expectations." "These negotiations 
promise to be complex <cnd delicate, with many preliminary issues to be resolved," 
he said. 


"We should not set deadlines for progress. We must be careful to shun both euphoria 
and despair as we proceed," he said, but added, "there are prospects for reaching 
a fair, equitable aud verifiable agreement." 


He stressed that it is "an ambitious and correct preject" to get rid of all the 
longer-range and medium-range nuclear weapons. 


Nitze is scheduled to go to Hamburg tomorrow. Observers here believe that he 
will be briefed by the West German leaders on the recent visit to Bonn by Soviet 


leader Leonid Brezhnev. 


The Soviet delegation for the Geneva talks is scheduled to arrive here tomorrow.

[Text] Kuwait, 26 Nov (XINHUA)--The amir of Kuwait Sheikh Jabir al-Ahmad al-Sabah 
returned here today after attending the 12th Arab summit conference held in Fez, 
Morocco. 


On the postponement of the summit meeting, the amir said it will have a "gocd 
bearing on the Arab and the international level and that it will result in the good 
of our Arab homeland that pins high hopes on the outcome of the consultations and 
the meetings and on the good results that would realize the ambitions and aspira- 
tions of our people." 


He also said the summit agenda "consisted of issues that concern our Arab nation 
in a crucial stage that is filled with events and changes." 


In Riyadh, the Saudi press emphasised today that the kingdom wanted its peace 

plan “to be an Arab plan supported by the capabilities and potentialities of the 
Arab nation in a joint action because the Saudis are partners in the responsibility 
and fate of the Arabs." 


the Arab nation was hoping to see all the Arab leaders assemble in Fez and record 
their final positions themselves regardless of their deep differences on the 
settlement of the Palestinian crisis, the press said. 


"he Saudi peace plan will :emain a practical and applicabie initiative uncer 
which the Arab nation can regain the occupied territories and the Palestinian 
people restore their lost rights," the Saudi press said. 


{n Abu Dhabi, AL-BAIAN, a daily of the United Arab Emirates, in its editorial 
today accepted with regret a decision to postpone the summit on the understanding 
that if the Arab leaders had met and disagreed on the vital issues confronting 
the pation, they wouJ¢ have lost all hopes in unity and common action. 


The paper, however, appealed to the Arab leaders to “begin desperate efforts to 


unite against the catastrophe threatening the Arab nation" and to live up to the 
aspirations and ambitions of their people.

ARAB SUMMIT CONFERENCE ADJOURNS, TO RESUME LATER

[Text] Fez, 25 Nov (XINHUA)--The 12th Arab summit conference turned into closed- 
door session shortly after an opening meeting at 2:00 (local time) this afternoon. 
Moroccan King Hassan the second announced to pressmen at 1950 hours that the 
summit conference would adjourn and the later part of the conference would be 
indefinitely postponed. 


King Hassan said, "Because of the importance of the problems due to be discussed, 
the conference will be postponed to gain an identity of views on the problems." 


"The later part of the conference will continue in Morocco and the specific date 
will be determined by a foreign ministers’ meeting," he said. 


But he did not give the date and place for the foreign ministers’ meeting. 


The summit conference, he said, had discussed the problem in southern Lebanon and 
approved unanimously the draft resolution in support of the Lebanese people's 
struggle submitted by an earlier foreign ministers’ meeting. The conference also 
voiced its support for the struggle of the Palestinian people, he added. 


King Hassan gave no details about the abrupt suspension of the summit meeting. 

It was believed that the suspension was mainly due to the sharp differences among 
the participating countries over the Saudi Middle East peace proposal. Most of the 
heads of state of the Arab Steadfast Front did not attend the summit. Syrian 
President Hafiz al-Asad changed his mind only a few hours before the opening of 

the summit, declaring that he himself would stay away from the summit. People 
here noted that al-Asad's absence would make it impossible for the summit to adopt 
any decision on the Saudi proposal. This is a major cause for its suspension. 


Addressing the opening session of the summit, the Moroccan king noted that the 
summit meeting was held at a major turning point which calls for Arab unity. 


OAU executive chairman and Kenyan President Daniel Arap Moi in his speech emphasized 
that Africa should strengthen its cooperation with the Arab world and support the 
Palestinian and Arab peoples' struggle until a fair solution to the Middle East 
problem. [Sentence as received] 


Habib Chatti, secretary general of the Islamic Conference Organization, and Chedli 
Klibi, secretary general of the Arab League, also spoke at the opening session.

'TASS' RELEASES BREZHNEV LETTER TO REAGAN

[Text] Beijing, 23 Nov (XINHUA)--The Soviet official news agency TASS transmitted 
on 21 November a letter written last May from Soviet leader Brezhnev to American 
President Ronald Reagan. TASS released the letter to express Soviet dissatisfac- 
tion and indignation at Reagan's recent speech. 


The letter was made public by the Soviet Embassy in Washington. TASS says that 
Brezhnev's letter was a reply to President Reagan's letter to Brezhnev last April 
and that this old letter was now made public in light of Reagan's 18 November 
speech, which revealed his letter to Brezhnev. 


According to reports, Reagan reminded Brezhnev in his letter not to forget "peace 
and good will" and accused the Soviet Union of "imposing a government of its own 
choosing on the Afghan people" and of supporting a "Cuban military dictatorship 
over the Angolan people," thus causing the retrogression of U.S.-Soviet relations, 
which nearly realized the "hope of the world" 10 years ago. By making public the 
content of his letter and putting forward a four-point arms reduction proposal, 
including the dismantling of Soviet SS-20 missiles, on the eve of Brezhnev's visit 
to West Germany, Reagan's intention was obvious. 


Returning Reagan's charges, Brezhnev in his letter accused a number of people in 
the United States of "stubbornly obstructing and undermining" the development of 
U.S.-Soviet relations and of becoming more and more vigorous toward confrontation 
and retrogression."' He also questioned why, after the Carter administration had 
played a “significant role" in the deterioration of American-Soviet relations, 
"the new administration decided to continue this old path.” The letter accused 
the United States of "trying to revitalize U.S.-made military alliances," of 
"adding new bases" to those which already exist and are aimed against the Soviet 
Union and of "increasing and expanding the American military presence abroad." 
Brezhnev proposed in his letter a summit meeting with Reagan. 


At the same time it released the letter, the Soviet Union fiercely attacked 
Reagan's recent speech, accusing the four-point proposal of being "purely demagogic 
propaganda" aimed at "forestalling the success of American-Soviet negotiations” 
before the start. Western diplomats in Washington believe the Soviet publication 
of this letter apparently indicated its anger over the White House's unilateral 
revelation of the content of Reagan's letter. 





On the same day it published Brezhnev's letter, TASS reporte’ under the headline 

of "A Scandal" that Reagan's son "was involved in inglorious stock speculation 
activites, that he embezzled 17,500 U.S. dollars" and that he was “hurriedly helped" 
by the U.S. Justice Department. By choosing this time to play up a past "scandal" 
related to President Reagan, the Soviet Union is apparently trying to show its 
dissatisfaction with Reagan.

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"XINHUA' RL2ORTS ON USSR SUPREME SOVIET SESSION

[Text] Moscow, 18 Nov (XINHUA)--As viewed from the current USSR Supreme Soviet 
Session, the Soviet Union has failed to reach its original 1981 production goals in 
industry and agriculture, and this has a serious bearing on the fulfillment of its 
llth Five-Year Plan (1981-85). 


The current Supreme Soviet Session opened on 17 November. The agenda of the meet- 
ing includes discussions on the 1981-85 state plan for economic and social develop- 
ment of the Soviet Union, the 1982 state plan ard state budget and the implementa- 
tion of the 1981 economic and social development plan and budget, and relevant 
decisions will be made at the session. 


Reporting on the above-mentioned plans at the meeting on 17 November, Nikolay Bay- 
bakov, vice chairman of the Council of Ministers and chairman of the State Planning 
Committee of the USSR, said: It is estimated that the Soviet Union's national in- 
come and industrial output value will increase by 3 and 3.4 percent respectively 
this year. This, seen against the original targets of 3.4 and 4.1 percent, and 3.6 
percent for both in the last year, indicates not only failure to fulfill the 1981 
goals for national income and industry output, but a further decline of growth 

rate in national income and industrial output as compared with the previous year. 


Soviet agricultural output this year is even worse. In his report, Baybakov avoided 
referring to the agricultural output value. Nor was he willing to disclose the 
grain output. He merely said: Due to shortcomings in the work of many ministries 
and enterprises "and difficulties in agriculture, a series of goals set in the an- 
nual plan cannot be fulfilled." "Crop failures in the past few years Lave adversely 
affected efforts to meet the people's demands for meats and dairy products." 


On the llth Five-Year Plan, Bakbakov said: During the period 1981-85, the Soviet 
Union's national income will rise 18 percent, industrial output value 26 percent, 
agricultural output value 13 percent, and investment 10.4 percent. Compared with 
the relevant control figures set for the 5-year plan by the 26th Congress of the 
CPSU in February this year, the first three of the above-mentioned goals are at the 
minimum level of the control figures, while the investment goal is greatly reduced 
from the original control figure.

Soviet Finance Minister Vasiliy Garbuzov reported that the planned 1982 budgetary 
revenue is set at 321.8 billion rubles and expenditure at 321.5 billion rubles. 


On Soviet military spending, he said: "To safeguard the security of the Soviet 
Union and its allies, a high degree of combat-readiness will be maintained.’ He 
continued, however: Soviet "defense spending" will be only 17.05 billion rubles in 
1982, the same as in 1981. This is obviously unbelievable. According to relevant 
international analyses, actual Soviet military spending is many times the officially 
announced figure.

BELGIUM REJECTS BREZHNEV DEPLOYMENT PROPOSAL

[Text] Brussels, 25 Nov (XINHUA)--Leonid Brezhnev's "new proposal" for a moratorium 
of medium-range missile deployment in Europe is unacceptable, because it amounts 

to freezing the situation in favour of the Soviets, said a Belgian Foreign Ministry 
spokesman today. 


In his just-concluded visit to Bonn, Brezhnev renewed the Soviet proposal for a 
moratorium cf missile deployment in Europe and said that as a good will, the Soviet 
Union is ready to unilaterally withdraw part of its SS-20 missiles installed in 
Europe. 


The spokesman said that "We hope to hold negotiations which will lead to the 
reduction of SS-20 missiles," but it has no real effect if the missiles are with- 
drawn beyond the Ural, because "at that moment we still feel threatened and the 
missiles are mobile.“ 


On the denuclearization in Europe proposed by Brezhnev, the spokesman stressed 

that it is "not something quite new." "Nuclear and conventional weapons should 
not be dissociated. The equilibrium of conventional weapons is necessary," he 

stressed. 


It is necessary to know the real meaning of the proposal, he pointed out. A 
denuclearization of the target would be meaningless if the launching site of the 
missiles is not to be denuclearized. 


"To Belgium, everything is negotiable,” the spokesman said, adding that the 
negotiation must be conducted in phases. It should be started from the reduction 
of the SS-20s and cruise missiles which are the "most menacing and most disturbing 
to our populations," he stated.

LITTLE PROGRESS MADE DURING TALKS BETWEEN FRG AND SOVIET OFFICIALS 
Talks Conclude in Bonn 
OW251258 Beijing XINHUA in English 1224 GMT 25 Nov 81 


[Text] Bonn, 24 Nov (XINHUA)--Chancellor of the Federal Republic of Germany 
Helmust Schmidt and Soviet leader Leonid Brezhnev wound up their last round of 
talks here today with little progress to get closer to each other on the control 
of Euro-missiles. 


Brezhnev, who arrived in Bonn 22 November, held several talks with Schmidt in the 
past 2 days. 


At a press conference at the end of the official talks between the two leaders, 
spokesmen of both sides said they hope the 3-day talks have created an atmosphere 
which will lead to an improvement in East-West relations and concrete results in 
U.S.-Soviet arms talks beginning next Monday in Geneva. 


During the talks, Schmidt insisted that West Germany will have Pershing II missiles 
and cruise missiles deployed on its soil in accordance with the NATO decision, 

if the U.S. and Soviet fail to reach an agreement at the Geneva arms talks by the 
fall of 1983. 


Spokesman of the West German Government said that Schmidt has been trying to 

convince Brezhnev of the serious interest of U.S. President Reagan in disarmament 
negotiations. But, Brezhnev rejected Reagan's proposal, known as "zero option 
program," on the control of European nuclear weapons, and renewed the Soviet proposal 
for a moratorium on missile deployment in Europe. The Soviet proposal was rejected 
by the West long ago. 


The West German spokesman told reporters that as the Soviet leaders apparently 
"cannot correctly assess" U.S. President Reagan's intention in making the proposal, 
Schmidt spent much time explaining it to Brezhnev. Soviet spokesman Zamyatin 
retorted immediately by saying that "If the West German side has drawn such a 
conclusion from the talks, then it is wrong in its assessment of the Soviet 
position towards the United States." 


A REUTER report says that "Zamyatin's icy comment is seen as confirmation that 
Schmidt's efforts to act as interpreter of U.S. policy made little impression on 
his Kremlin guests.” 
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Joint Communique Issued

[Text] Beijing, 25 Nov (XINHUA)--The West German-Soviet joint communique issued 
today after Soviet President Leonid Brezhnev's visit to Bonn indicates that the 
visit has failed to remove or narrow differences between the two countries on 
nuclear arms reduction in Europe, according to reports from Bonn. 


The communique says the two sides "thoroughly reviewed important international 
problems concerning Europe and the entire world, and also the state of and prospects 
for bilateral relations" during talks that were “businesslike, constructive and 
frank." 7 


Brezhnev and West German Chancellor Helmut Schmidt gave special attention during 
the talks to security, arms limitation and disarmament, according to the communique. 


"The two sides again outlined their positions on the issue of nuclear arms limita- 
tion. They attach special importance to the continuation of the process for the 
limitation and reduction of strategic nuclear armaments. They expressed satisfac- 
tion with the fact that the Soviet Union and the United States are to begin, in 
Geneva on 30 November, talks on which agreement was reached on 23 September 1981," 
the communique says. 


Concerning Afghanistan, the communique says that “while advocating as before the 
need for a political settlement of the situation that has arisen," the two countries 
have different positions. 


On bilateral relations, the communique says the two sides “advocate the extension 
of cooperation" in a number of fields, including culture, science and technology. 


Brezhnev and Schmidt also expressed satisfaction about the conclusion of the gas 
pipeline contracts. According to the contracts, the Soviet Union will supply 
natural gas to West Germany and other West European countries in exchange for pipes 
and equipment. 


A REUTER news report said the eight-page communique clearly showed that Brezhnev's 
discussions with Schmidt indicated conflicting views on how agreement should be 
reached. 


During a joint news conference yesterday with Schmidt after their talks, Brezhnev 
admitted that “of course we have differences. We did not skirt around these 
differences, but instead of trying to deepen the trenches, we tried to build 
bridges."" However, a REUTER news report said that neither Brezhnev nor Schmidt 
"gave any indication that their positions had come closer." 


An Associated Press news report also said that Brezhnev and Schmidt ended their 
talks "with little indication that the two sides had budged from their positions 
on arms control or Fast-West issues."

SINGAPORE PROPOSAL FOR KAMPUCHEAN GOVERNMENT

[Text] Bangkok, 25 Nov (XINHUA)-—-Singapore put forth a new proposal for the three 
resistance forces in Kampuchea to form a loose coalition government during 
Singaporean Deputy Prime Minister Rajaratnam's 3-day visit here. 


The proposed coalition government would "comprise a head of state or the president, 
the prime minister, the deputy prime minister and three ministers each representing 
one of the three groups to be responsible for defence coordination and likewise 

for coordination of information and publicity." 


According to the proposal, the coalition government would "be concerned only with 
the single objective of pursuing the struggle against Vietnamese occupation, after 
which it will be automatically dissolved to pave the way for the election of a 
government in Kampuchea through free elections conducted by the United Nations." 


The new proposal was made after Deputy Prime Minister Sinnathamby Rajar.tnam and 
Foreign Minister Suppiah Dhanabalan had held discussions with leaders or represen- 
tatives of Kampuchea's three resistance forces here. The Singaporean party left 
here for home yesterday afternoon. 


Earlier, the ad hoc committee composed of the three resistance forces had met in 
Bangkok nine times. During the course, Son Sann, one of the leaders of the three 
forces, first demanded full right in the coalition and then quit the talks. Thai 
newspapers called his position “unreasonable." 


After repeated consultations, the three forces reached a four-principle agreement 
with some reservations. The agreement allows no side to dominate, in the coalition, 
calls for equal rights and consensus through consultations, and provides for the 
existing institution of Democratic Kampuchea to remain unchanged. 


Observers here hold the new proposal raised by Singapore has virtually pushed 
aside the four principles. 


A press release issued by the Singaporean Embassy here today said Son Sann accepted 
the new proposal in principle. The Democratic Kampuchean side said it needs time 
to study it and will give its response in 3 months. The representative of Norodom 
Sihanouk made it clear that if the other two sides agree, he would agree in 
principle as well. 


The 10th ad hoc committee meeting which would have been held yesterday was cancelled.

CEAUSESCU ON DOMESTIC ECONOMY, WORLD SITUATION 
OW270126 Beijing XINHUA in English 0104 GMT 27 Nov 81 


{Text] Bucharest, 25 Nov (XINHUA)--A joint meeting of the Central Committee of 

the Romanian Communist Party and the Supreme Council of Economic and Social 
Development of Romania began here today with President Nicolae Ceausescu delivering 
an important report. 


On the economic situation of Romania this year, Ceausescu said every sector in 
Romania has recorded important achievements in 1981. The total value of industrial 
production increased by 23 billion lei over that of last year. In agriculture, 
harvest was satisfactory by and large though the planned target was not reached 

due to unfavourable weather conditions. The total output of grain was about 20 
million tons together with positive results in animal husbandry. 


Ceausescu said, "We did meet with not a few difficulties in carrying out this year's 
plan. A number of shortcomings and defects did exist. The difficulties in ensuring 
the supply of energy and raw materials were most outstanding." He said the fore- 
most reason for the existing difficulties was the failure to fulfill all the 
production plans of coal and crude ofl. In addition, the plan for metal production 
was also unfulfilled. He noted that while there were objective reasons for the 
failure to fulfill the plans, it was the subjective reasons that should count 
primarily, that was, the defects in the leadership of the economic work and the 
planning work, the defects in the party and government work. 


Referring to the foreign trade this year, Ceausescu said, "I would like to say 
frankly that we have not fulfilled all the tasks in foreign trade, with our 

exports, in particular, far from being adequate. Romania has directly appealed 

to CMEA members and other socialist countries on the matter. However, we were 

not able to get proper solutions. We proposed a summit of party leaders to discuss 
these problems, but the reply was that it was impossible to do so because these 
parties were occupied with other things and would not be able to hold such a meeting 
this year." 


Ceausescu pointed out that the focus of the development of national economy next 
year is on fulfilling the production quotas of petroleum and coal, developing 

ew energy resources, decrease [as received] fuel and power consumption and managing 
well the existing energy industry. 
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In capital construction, he went on, people should implement more resolutely the 
principle of concentration on projects under construction with the number of new 
projects substantially reduced. 


Turning to international issues, Ceausescu said international life today is 
characterised by a worldwide economic crisis which affects all lands and worsens 
the imperialist moral and political crises. The process of consolidating and 
re-dividing spheres of influence has accelerated, arms expansion, especially 
nuclear arms expansion is speeding up, armed clashes are going on and contradic- 
tions between countries and blocs are intensifying. All this has worsened inter- 
national relations and increased the danger of military clashes and confrontations 
and the possibility of nuclear war. 


"We are very concerned about the present serious situation in Europe, because a 
great amount of weapons, particularly nuclear weapons, are amassed there," said 
Ceausescu. 


"Our party and state have tried their best to help stop deployment and development 
of missiles in Europe and for the total withdrawal and destruction of the existing 
ones. Europe does not need any type of nuclear missiles, whether short range, 
medium range or long range.” 


"We welcome the forthcoming Soviet-American talks in Geneva on a halt to the 
deployment of and on the withdrawal of medium-range missiles in Europe," he 
concluded.

SPANISH SENATE RATIFIES PLAN TO JOIN NATO

[Text] Beijing, 27 Nov (XINHUA)--Spain is now waiting for a formal invitation 
from the North Atlantic Treaty Organization to be its 16th member, according to 
reports received here today. 


The Spanish Senate voted 106 to 60 yesterday in favor of the government's request 
for joining NATO. The vote, with one abstention and 41 absentees, came after 

3 days of debate in the Senate and after a government victory on the issue in the 
Congress of Deputies on 29 October. 


The Spanish Government will formally apply for NATO membership after it receives 
an invitation from the organization, which is expected to come in a few weeks. 


Senators representing the Spanish Socialist Workers’ Party and the Spanish Communist 
Party strongly opposed Spain's NATO membership as their fellow party members had 
done in the Congress of Deputies last month. Their main argument is that Spain 
should remain neutral in East-West military problems. 


The Soviet Union has often expressed its disapproval of Spain's participation 
in NATO on the ground that the balance of forces in Europe would be disrupted by 
the addition of the Spanish to NATO forces. 


However, the Spanish Government said that participation will place Spain "in a 
much better position to meet outside threats."

"BRIGHT STAR 82' EXERCISE APPROVED--Muscat, 26 Nov (XINHUA)--The Omani Defense 
Ministry announced yesterday that Oman has approved a limited landing exercise to 
be carried out by U.S. forces on the Omani coast on 6 and 7 December in connection 
with operation "Bright Star 82," the OMAN DAILY OBSERVER reported today.

The 
exercise will be carried out under the supervision of the Sultan's armed forces 
and Omani military observers will accompany the American forces. Phantoms of the 
British Royal Air Force will also take part in a joint exercise with Omani forces, 
together with a contingent of British troops during the same period.

The army groups, each 
composed of 10 to 15 career officers and enlisted men, will be deployed in 90 
municipalities, seve.al groups in smaller cities and dozens in bigger ones. They 
are sent to help local authorities maintain normal conditions during a winter 
expected to be particularly hard in the face of short food and fuel supplies. 
Emphasis of the assistance will be on the poor, aged and handicapped. Army experts 
on technology, building, communications and medicine are included in the army 
groups. Local social activitists, policemen and representatives from veteran 
soldiers’ organizations will join in the effort to help prepare for winter and 
maintain public security and social order. The operation is conducted by order 

of General Wojciech Jaruzelski, first secretary of the Polish United Workers’ 

Party and prime minister. Operational groups had been sent to over 2,000 villages 
and towns on 26 October. Jaruzlski withdrew them on 20 November to sum up their 
work and asked them to be ready to go back at any time to fulfiil further tasks.

"RENMIN RIBAO' ON QING EMPEROR'S PRAGMATICISM

[Article by Ma Ruheng [7456 3067 3801]: ‘''Kangxi's Pragmatic Thinking"] 


[Text] The Kangxi emperor (his family name was Aisin Gioro and his given name, 
Xuanye) was the second ruler of the Qing Dynasty after Beijing was made the 
capital. He had made great accomplishments as a member of the Manchu ruling class 
and as an emperor of the Chinese feudal society. During his reign of 61 years, 
China ceased being divided, harassed by invaders, depressed in production and 
unstable in its social structures, and gradually moved toward national unification, 
stability in the border areas and a rise in national strength and economic pros- 
perity. The emergence of this situation was related to the political achievements 
made by Kangxi, the ruler at that time. 


Kangxi's accomplishments were atributable to the objective conditions of the 
historical trends at the end of the Ming Dynasty and the beginning of the Qing 
Dynasty and also were closely related to his thinking. After mounting the throne, 
he was faced with various social contradictions. Yet, he went all out to make the 
country strong. Keeping a clear head and adopting a prudent attitude, he paid 
attention to practice and solved problems. 


Pragmatic thinking occupied a prominent position in Kangxi's makeup. While on 
his throne, he repeatedly stressed the principle that "in governing the country, 
an emperor should work in real earnest and deal with concrete matters." ("Events 
During the Reign of the Emperor Shengzu of the Qing Dynasty," Vol 252) This 
principle was the basis of his pragmatic method of work. 


He personally handled the day-to-day government affairs. He said: "I study every 
day for the purpose of finding a good method for running the country. I will see 
to it that this method is put into practice instead of merely remaining on paper." 
("Major Political Events During the Kangxi Period,'' Vol 10) Discussing the method 
of study, he explicitly put forth the need to apply knowledge in practice. He 
saiu: "Knowledge is inexhaustible. Empty talk is useless. Knowledge is useful 
only when it is applied in practice.” (Ibid, Vol 1) 


Being pragmat’c, Kangxi was deeply dissatisfied with some senior officials, such 
as Tang Bin, Zhang Bohang, Li Guangdi and Xiong Cilu, who were engaged in empty 
talk about the Confucian idealist philosophy and whose work styles were impratical. 
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lie said: “Li Cuangdi, Tang Bin and Xiong Cilu were Confucians and yet they differed 
from each other in opinions." ("Events During the Reign of the Emperor Shengzu 

of the Qing Dynasty," Vol 163) He straightforwardly pointed out that these 
Confucians' deeds did not match their words. When criticizing Tang Bin, he said: 
"When Tang Bin was governor of Jiangsu, he liked to publish books under his name. 

I read them. However, during his tenure of office as governor, he did not put any 
of his propositions into practice." (Ibid, Vol 242) He also criticized Xiong Cilu 
for seeking personal fame: "Xiong Cilu wrote a book entitled ‘Confucian Orthodoxy.' 
Wang Hongxu asked me to permit this book to be printed and circulated in schools. 
Gao Shiqi also wrote a preface to it and asked me to permit its circulation. 

{ read this book and found that many points in it were eraggerated. As a matter 

of fact, if a book is good, people will make private copies of it for circulation 
although the author does not publish it. If it is not a good book, what is the use 
of publishing it? They are Confucians. Why should they be so eager in seeking 
personal fame even at the risk of offending me?" ("Equity” in "Major Political 
Events During the Kangxi Period," Vol 12) 


Seeing that many of the Confucians did not match their words with their deeds, 
Kangxi had doubts about the Confucian idealist philosophy. In an examination for 
members of the imperial academy held in the imperial palace in the 33d year of his 
reign, he assigned the topic of an essay which the candidates were required to 
write. The topic of the essay was "On the truth and falsity of the Confucian 
idealist philosophy." Xiong Cizan was one of the candidates. He was infuriated 
by the topic. On his essay, he "did not begin a new line, as a mark of respect, 
when mentioniug the emperor and did not avoid using the phrases which should not 
be used." Surely he did this out of "utter disrespect" for the emperor. Some 
people suggested “dismissing and prosecuting him." Learning about this, Kangxi 
said: The topic of the essay was "quoted from a book."' Why should Xiong Cizan 

be "displeased" with it? ‘He should be seriously punished" for what he had done 
out of disrespect. “However, on account of his stupidity, he will be treated 
leniently." ("Events During the Reign of the Emperor Shengzu of the Qing Dynasty," 
Yol 163) Actually, he meant to mock at the Confucians. 


Kangxi said on one occasion: "All my life, I have been studying for the purpose 
of finding a way for rmiming the country well. My work is not as easy as sitting 
down, sizing up the situation and setting forth one's views as a scholar does." 
("Holding Confucianism in Esteem" in "Major Political Events During the Kangxi 
Period," Vol 16) It was true that Kangxi won his political achievements through 
sustained efforts all his life. His political activities were permeated with his 
pragmatic thinking. He personally looked into all major affairs of state. For 
example, he not only made the decisions himself but also participated in devising 
strategies and making preparations in such important matters as putting down the 
rebellion of the three military governors, restoring Taiwan to China, counter- 
attacking the czarist Russian invaders and harnessing rivers. In order to quell 

a mutiny, he went three times to the north of the Gobi Desert to give instructions 
and make arrangements. Later, reviewing the case, he said: "I went to the desert 
three times and personally handled all matters, big and small." ("Major Political 
Events During the Kangxi Period,” Vol 21)

During his reign, Kangxi made inspection tours six times to the southern parts 

of China and visited northern China on more than 40 occasions, personally super- 
vising harnessing of rivers, inquiring into the feelings of the people, looking 

into the conditions of work of the local governments and improving and strengthening 
the relationships between various nationalities. This reflected his pragmatic 


spirit and was an important reason why he scored good results in governing the 
country.

COMBINE PRAISE, CRITICISM IN ORDER TO ADVANCE PARTY WORK

[Text] It is heartening to note that critical articles have increased in the 
press in recent years, marking the gradual revival of criticism and self-criticism 
since the Sixth Plenun. 


There is difficulty in criticism. This is the reason why criticism is stressed 
today. From this we think of the opposite of criticism: self-criticism. How 
can one say there is no difficulty in self-criticism? On the one hand, one is 
not allowed to criticize; on the other, one is not allowed to praise. This is 
one of the manifestations of laxity and weakness on the party's ideological front. 


That praise and criticism are not well developed is indicated mainly by the fact 
that there is no distinction made between merits and demerits or between right 

and wrong, and by the fact that rewards and penalties are not handed out impar- 
tially. In some localities and units, no praise and support are enthusiastically 
given to comrades who enthusiastically support and implement the line, principles, 
and policies laid down since the Third Plenum, to comrades who work hard and who 
warmheartedly promote public welfare, or to comrades who adhere to principle, 

dare to uphold justice, and have the courage to resist unhealthy tendencies. On 
the other hand, criticism and struggle are not resolutely launched against the 
doubledealing tactics of complying in public and opposing in private the party's 
line, principles, and policies, against the trend of bourgecis liberalism that 
violates the four basic principles, against manifestations of ultraindividualism-- 
putting profitmaking first, turning public interests into private ones, and bene- 
fitting oneself at the expense of others. In some cases, evildoers are shielded 
and protected on the pretext of "setting merits against demerits." What should 

be praised is not praised, and what should be criticized is not criticized, with 
the result that honest people are at a disadvantage and hypocrites are very pop- 
ular, good people and good deeds are ridiculed and isolated, and bad people and 
bad deeds are not restrained by anyone. It is no wonder that people, seeing 

this, complain: "Where is the spirit of principle?" 


Praise and self-criticism are the fine tradition of our party. Communists need 


this tradition because of the fact that, in our society and among the ranks in 
our party, there is always a host of advanced and positive things that need to 
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be praised and held in high esteem and to be carried forward, and there are some 
backward and negative things that need to be criticized and repressed so that 
they will change and disappear. In the past, the application of this weapon by 
our party generated a tremendous force. Needless to say, this was obvious to 

all during the Yan'an rectification movement. It also was the cause with the 
movement in the early 1960's for propagating the deeds of Lei Feng and spreading 
the Lei Feng spirit to the whole country. Through the criticism and handling of 
the "Behai No 2" incident in the first few years of the 1980's, the whole society 
loathed bureaucratism. We may say this: It is by applying the weapon of praise 
and criticism to transform society and the state and reform communists themselves 
that communists advance the cause of our party. How could the communists on the 
new long march put away "in an arms depot" today the weapon they themselves have 
created? 


Another reason why we need praise and criticism is that the two supplement and 
aid each other, like the two wings of a bird or the two wheels of a cart, and 
neither of them may be overemphasized at the expense of the other. To support 
the upright, we must put down the crooked; to welcome the virtuous, we must halt 
the evit. Only a combination of praise and criticism can enable our party and 
people to get encouragement from praise and a warning from criticism. Undoubtedly 
this is an effective way to form good party practice and boost the general mood 
of society. To be sure, particular emphasis may be laid on one of them in cer- 
tain circumstances, but on no account does this mean that only praise but no 
criticism is allowed or vice versa, True, on the whole we should lay emphasis 
on praise, because the true, the good, and the beautiful are always preponderant 
in our socialist state; and, among our ranks, the good and the comparatively 
good are always in the vast majority. 


To cause our party work to advance, we must not only praise and criticize but 
also praise and criticize properly. Our past experiences may be reduced to one 
point--that is, persevere in seeking truth in facts. In specific terms, when 
praising and supporting the advanced, we must avoid: 1) "Feeding." We should 
not favor advanced models by providing them with favorable material conditions. 
2) Boosting. We should not advertise the advanced by embelleshing a story or 
covering bad qualities with good. 3) Flattering. Advanced models must not be 
lauded to the sky or spoiled. We should not allow people only to say yes and 
not a single person to say no. When criticizing and dealing with bad people and 
bad things, we must base ourselves on facts, make a proper approach, and convince 
people by reason. As long as we correctly apply this dialectical materialist 
method of work--combining praise and criticism--we shall be able to bring posi- 
tive factors into play, eliminate negative factors, and rouse the revolutionary 
spirit of the party members and the masses. If we do so, the political situa- 
tion of liveliness expected by the Sixth Plenum will soon come into being.

It is necessary to strengthen education and supervision of the party members and 
bring into full play the exemplary and leading role of the Communist Party members 
in achieving the modernization of agriculture.

UNJUST CRITICISM OF ADVANCED WORKERS DECRIED 
Shanghai WEN HUI BAO in Chinese 3 Oct 81 p 3 
[Commentary by Wang Han [3769 3211]: "Support the Upright, Get Rid of the Devious"] 


[Text] A man by the name of Li Xiaoyuan during the period of the Southern and 
Northern Dynasties once wrote an article entitled "On Fate." One passage from this 
article reads as follows: "When a particular tree is taller than the rest in a 
forest, the wind is bound to destroy it. When a bulge protrudes from a riverbank, 
the water current is bound to lash at it. When a person's conduct outshines that 
of others, many are bound to malign him." 


Li Xiaoyuan's words sound rather extreme in their expression. Although it is a 
commonplace that a tall tree becomes destroyed by the wind or a bulging dam is 
eroded by the rushing current, the use of three “is bound to" borders rather on 
absolutization. But the fact that he saw fit to explicitly spotlight such social 
phenomena warrants our attention, indeed. 


Today, the time in which we live is completely different from that old time of Li 
Xiaoyuan's. Those who malign "a person whose conduct outshines that of others" can 
hardly be very "many." Yet we must stil] see that in certain units at present, cer- 
tain advanced personalities are still liable to be maligned, isolated, obstructed, 
or evan attacked by others. In this year's ZHONGGUO QINGNIAN [CHINA YOUTH] maga- 
zine, No 16, relevant data was published under the title "These Are Facts Occur- 
ring in Our Life"; the following are a few selected therefrom: 


In a certain production brigade there was a young man who had just been demobilized 
from a military unit; as he returned to his commune as a member, he served as secre- 
tary of the brigade's corps branch. After he read the report published in ZHONGGUO 
QUINGNIAN on "Zhang Quanhua [1728 3123 5478] Recommends Himself Like Mao Xu Did in 
History and Exerts His Leadership in the Correct Way," he wrote a letter to the 
commune party committee in January last year to recommend himself for the post of 
the brigade leader by establishing a “command performance pledge" for himself: if 
he should fail to fulfill the production targets assigned to him as tasks by the 
commune for the year, he was willing to be subjected to disciplinary action by the 
party and also a reduction of half a year of his work points. But this enthusiasm 
on his part was deemed by some leaders, instead, as "a wish to become an official" 
and "a design to gain power." In April last year, when the brigade party branch 
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convened a general membership meeting to discuss the formalization of his candidacy 
aS a party member, the party branch somehow "passed in principle” the decision to 
remove his candidacy as a party member because of that very question of "self- 
recommendation"; after this incident was reported to the commune leader, the de- 
cision was disapproved only because of a certain reason. 


A stock worker of the New Long March of Beijing municipality, young worker little 
Zhang [1728] of a certain factory in Beijing, was originally a backward youth; 
through the repeated help of the party and corps branch, he began to change. But 
after he became an advanced worker, some people were jealous of him. He actively 
sought work to do, but he ended up taking a beating. Wien little Zhang asked the 
organization to handle the matter fairly, the production team leader not only re- 
fused to investigate the one who did the beating, but unfoundedly alleged that little 
Zhang also beat his opponent. As little Zhang felt that there was no place to which 
he could appeal such injustice, he became distraught on the fifth day after he was 
beaten. 


There was a young socialist-revolution and so .alist-construction activist in a 
certain province who was well known as the "pig-butchering girl" of the province. 
In the winter of 1977, when she heard that the discount flour with which the food- 
grain bureau meant to look after the staff and workers was privately disposed of by 
the company's party branch secretary, she expressed her honc’t view to the secre- 
tary. From then on, her situat-on became worse and worse. Behind the scenes, the 
party branch secretary instigated several youths at the processing plant to put out 
a big-character wallposter of more than 7,000 characters entitled "Criticizing the 
Background of the X X X Incident," which slandered her as "a false model." This 
girl murmured resentfully: “I feel that a sense of injustice is getting smothered 
in my heart, and I wish I could just crash to death." 


The reader may have already noticed by now that no units or detailed names are 
mentioned in regard to the persons and events provided in the above data. When 
publishing this date the accompanying editorial note of the ZHONGGUO QUINGNIAN 
magazine said: in doing this “our purpose is to avoid increasing the troubles of 
the parties involved," "but whether or not that can be realized does not appear 
optimistic." These words merit our further reflection. In our real life, there 
are actually such people who are commonly so unscrupulous in finding fault with, 
and suppressing, advanced personalities, but when their ignominious conduct becomes 
exposed and criticized in the press, they seek to wrangle over trivial questions, 
or “exhibit discrepancy in citing facts," or “fail to seek truth from facts"; they 
are both afraid of criticism and reluctant to accept criticism. In some worst 
cases, they will continue to have “small shoes" forced on those who appeal to the 
press. This shows that the problem must not be overlooked. 


The social trend of satirizing, isolating and attacking the advanced is likewise a 
devious trend. Where such a devious trend prevails unchecked. those comrades who 
actively uphold and carry out the line, principles and policies since the Third 
Plenary Session of the 1lth Party Central Committee become isolated; those advanced, 
model personalities who work diligently and whose contributions are considerable 
become isolated; and those comrades who dare to insist on principle, dare to speak 
fairly, and who dare to resist the devious trend become isolated; whereas those who 
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work on sidedowrs and devious paths become supercilious; those who flatter the su- 
periors and browbeat the subordinates become supercilious; and those who neglect to 
do their work well become supercilious. The serious consequence of such a lack of 
distinction between right and wrong and between merit and demerit makes it impos- 
sible for the forthright trend to raise its head, and hence seriously affects 
people's enthusiasm. After little Zhang mentioned above became hospitalized, some 
youths who went to the hospital to see him summed up the following "lesson": don't 
stand out, don't demonstrate your capability, the best thing to do is to “follow 
the ordinary trend" and be mediocre. Such a reaction merits our profound reflec- 
tion. 


People cannot but ask why some advanced elements are subject to obstruction, sar- 
casm, and attack, contrary to their expectation? 


The appearance of certain twisted, abnormal things is often the result of many ex- 
ternal effects. During the 10 years of turmoil, Lin Biao, Jiang Qing and their ilk 
branded a large contingent of labor models and advanced personalities as "false ex- 
amples," "black models," thereby turning day into night and glory into shame. 

This remnant poison is extremely pernicious, and it still plays a trick in people's 
minds today. The appearance of the big-character wallposter which slandered "the 
pig-butchering girl" at random is one such example. Of course, we cannot but see 
that the prevalence of a devious party workstyle is also one of the direct causes 
resulting in the isolation of the advanced personalities. A few leading cadres 
choose to ignore the “Guiding Principles" even today; they turn the official duties 
on hand into their privileges, advocate particularization, open backdoors, and thus, 
because these superiors are crooked, their subordinates are led astray too. This 
has been an important reason. When their malpractices encounter obstacles and their 
defects are exposed, they look upon those advanced personalities who dare to crit- 
icize them as thorns in their eyes and pricks in their flesh, and so wait for oppor- 
tunities to retaliate. This leads to the fall of the forthright trend and rise of 
the devious trend, Among the people there are also some who are backward in their 
thinking; they harbor jealousy in their hearts against the advanced personalities, 
either failing to respect them or feeling resentful toward them, but tending always 
to nitpick. The problem lies in that the leaders of some units actually let them 
pass on such rumors about other people's faults and neither hear nor question them, 
even when a condition of vicious caluminati om prevails. If the leaders of a unit 
refrain grom supporting the advanced workers, refrain from criticizing mistakes 
made, and refrain from making a distinction between right and wrong, the upshot is 
bound to aggravate the devious practice of finding fault with, and isolating, the 
advanced. In a word, the devious trend of the advanced elements suffering attacks 
which is appearing in certain units at present, fundamentally, is also a manifesta- 
tation of the laxity and feebleness of our political and ideological work on the 
ideological front. 


The development of society must always depend on a few pioneers backing their way 
through difficulties ahead of others. They are the embers, the vanguards, the ex- 
amples; their advanced ideas and deeds reflect the fundamental interests of the 
majority of the masses and represent a positive, uplifting force which transforms 
society and nature. Every person who is really concerned with the motherland's 
destiny should warmly support such a great spiritual force on the part of the ad- 
vanced personalities, protect every bit of their creativity and enthusiasm. It is 
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intolerable to obstruct or strangle their enthusiasm in any way. Insofar as every 
leader is concerned, one of his imperative duties is to turn the spiritual force of 
a few advanced elements into the conscious conduct of the majority of the masses. 


Supporting the forthright and getting rid of the devious is an extremely important 
task on the ideological front at present. This task seems difficult, but once we 
proceed to do it seriously, penetratingly and carefully, the problem is actually 

not as difficult to solve as is imagined. As long as we fully follow the mass 

line and, with regard to the one who exudes the devious trend of finding fault with 
the advanced elements, we see to it that “many are found to malign him," then, many 
complicated problems will be readily solved, and those who resort to trivial antics, 
who relish telltale, rumor-mongering, flattery and soft-soap, and buttering up the 
leaders will find it hard to practice their art. % is and that kind of odd phenomena 
will then dissipate. 


As for the advanced personalities who are subject to unfair treatment, an attitude 
of “regretting having done this and that" and "how I wish I could do this and that" 
is quite unnecessary. The inclination to wish to do something and to make greater 
contributions was not, is not, and will not be wrong. As long as one stands forth- 
right and steady, when others nitpick, one can well toughen one's skull and with- 
stand them. Their ridicule and insinuation, and their sarcasm and abuse? One can 
well ignore them. If they seek to be fastidious, find fault, and cut the ground 
from under your feet? Then I would simply build my "ground" more solidly to make 
it impossible for these busy beavers to find any crack to start the cutting. If 
they resort to detraction, calumny, attack and framing? Then I would argue vigor- 
ously on the basis of reason and explain the true situation. In a word, one must 
not be afraid of attack and retalia.ion, one must not beat a retreat. A person 
must have some revolutionary spirit! Today, the party Central Committee exerts 
ccrrect leadership and is supported by the vast ranks of the masses. Adversity is 
temporary, the spring wind is bound to reach the Yumen Pass. “As mountains and 
rivers repeat themse)ves with no outlet in sight" is only a superficial scene; 
after making a few turns one finds "suddenly another village" which is "adorned with 
shady willows and bright flowers": would this not make one more happily surprised? 


The grass which is endowed with a fightint will the moment it begins its life is 
alone a resilient grass. And only such grass enjoys exuberant vitality. Advanced 
young friends who have been subject to isolation and attack: do you not agree with 
this?

MERITS OF LITERARY CRITICISM ILLUSTRATED BY LENIN 
Hangzhou ZHEJIANG RIBAO in Chinese 21 Oct 81 p 4

of Gorkiy"] 


[Text] After the October Revolution, a trend toward liberalization appeared in 
the literary and art circles of the Soviet Union. Many writers propagated 
"freedom of creation," wishing to "freely" select their themes, write, and stage 
their performances. This trend of "free literature" also contaminated the great 
writer Gorkiy. For a period, Gorkiy fell victim to the error of the deity- 
creation theory. He created the medium-length novel “Confession” to tell people 
that it was necessary to create a new fair and universal god; he also wrote 
articles to propagate the idea that people “must not search for god but create 

a god." 


This trend of liberalization attracted great attention from Lenin. Lenin there- 
upon solemnly criticized Gorkiy, pointing out: "The difference between the 
deity-searching theory and the deity-creation theory or between the deity- 
building theory and the deity-engendering theory is not one bit greater than that 
between a yellow ghost and a blue ghost." He also pointed out that Gorkiy's 
deity-engendering theory “was not meant to oppose any ideological necrophilia 

but to indicate that a blue ghost was better than a yellow ghost; tis is 100 
times worse than not talking about the question at all." Although Lenin's 
criticism was rather poignant, his attitude was very sincere: "Please excuse me. 
Don't get mad because of my anger.” 


Lenin's solemn and sincere criticism shook Gorkiy. In order to help him wake 
up, Lenin also repeatedly visited Gorkiy to chat with him. On the one hand, he 
praised Gorkiy for having written such a good work as "Mother," saying that 

it was "a book the people must read"; on the other hand, he reminded him that 
even a famous writer could make mistakes, and he therefore must look at his 
problem squarely. Said Lenin: Some writers look upon the party's leadership of 
literature and art as "interference," upon socialist principles as “conventions,' 
upon materialism as "a formula," and upon readers’ criticisms as "sticks." As 

a result, they become so liberal as to get bogged down in the mud pit of the 
“deity-creation theory." Lenin earnestly pointed out: Literary creation is like 
driving a locomotive of the times; if it resorts to liberalization, it is liable 
to become derailed. Considering the characteristics of intellectuals, Lenin 
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tactfully said: "You are not a statesman but an artist; however, you should 
also take care not to become a fellow-traveler of ‘liberal literature!'" 


Because Lenin adhered to principles and paid attention to methods in rendering 
his criticism and education, Gorkiy was able to correct his mistakes; and such 
criticism and education became the dynamism of his great strides forward throughout 
the rest of his life. After Lenin died, Gorkiy remembered him with gratitude 

and painstakingly acknowledged his own mistakes, since "what is written down with 
a pen cannot be chopped away even with an ax." He also bravely carried out open 
self-criticism: "Let the readers realize this mistake on my part!" He also 
asked other writers to keep firmly in mind Lenin's teaching: "Learn from 
mistakes!" Gorkiy committed Lenin's criticism to memory; he not only thoroughly 
corrected his mistakes but also resolutely followed Lenin's teechings in his own 
personal conduct. 


This precious story of the past profoundly enlightens us: a method such as 
Lenin's in daring to launch and being good at launching criticism is really the 
only effective method for distinguishing right from wrong, supporting the forth- 
right and suppressing the devious, saving comrades, and uniting comrades. With 
respect to erroneous words, deeds, and orientation, we must never allow them to 
develop into disasters in an uarestricted way. If sone is subjected to criticism, 
one must be like Gorkiy and adopt the attitude of feeling pleased to hear about 
one's own faults, taking criticism as care and assistance extended to oneself, 

and not rejecting it as if one wished to hide one's sickness for fear of treatment. 
Even if such criticism happens to be somewhat inaccurat2, somewhat partial, or 
somewhat inappropriate in terms of method, one must still not use that as a 
pretext to disallow or dismiss the importance of other people's criticism. 

Just as one must not nitpick a comrade, one must not nitpick criticism. In 
treating a mistake, first of all there is the question of whether or not to 
criticize it, and then there is the question of what method to use in airing 

such criticism. During an earlier period, we launched a slight criticism against 
certain unwholesome tendencies. From the present point of view, it was rather 
soft and feeble. But some comrades found it impossible to bear, complained that 
its methods were too crude, or alleged that peuple were "swinging the stick." 

Such a strange phenomenon illustrates that the obstacles in the way of launching 
such criticism are by no means insignificant. Therefore, the Party Central 
Committee has stressed that we must exert our spirit in airing such criticism and 
air it in a forthright and confident manner; orly under such «2 premise as this 
will a study of the methods to be used reap the best results. Strengthening 

the party's ideological leadership, overcoming the state of laxity and feeble- 
ness, adhering to the four basic principles, and enlivening our criticisms: these 
now are our important tasks on the ideological front. We should learn from Lenin's 
example, take action, and strive forward.

Then why does the scenario of "The True Story of Ah Q" as adapted by Comrade 
Chen Baichen say Ah Q had offspring who are propagating? I think perhaps it is 
because the Ah Q spirit haunts many people. For instance, he had a scar on his 
head and he always avoided saying words like "bright," "light," “lamp,” and 
"candle." Those who violated this taboo would cause Ah Q to get mad , his scar 
reddening. He would curse the one if [that person] was not good at speaking and 
would beat him if he was physically weak. As the common saying goes, "Only a 
person afflicted with favus on his head covers his head.'' One who has the scar 
of favus on his head will not let others expose it. One who has shortcomings 
and mistakes is afraid of being criticized by others. Are there not many people 
of this type who conceal their faults for fear of criticism? 


Ah Q had a bad habit of bullying the weak and fearing the strong. When he was 
beaten up by the strong, he accepted it as a case of "being beaten by an animal." 
At the sight of a weak person like Wang the Whisker; Little D; and, in particular, 
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the little nun, he took liberties with them. He made fun of the little nun, 
rubbing her newly shaven scalp, and amused himself. People like Ah Q are sheep 
when facing the strong and despots when facing the weak, and they base their 
happiness on the sufferings of others. Do we not find performances by this kind 
of people in public? 


Ah Q was defeated, but he always found excuses to console himself by means of a 
spiritual victory. When one said he had a “safety lamp" on his head, Ah Q would 
say "You are not worthy of it." The scar of favus on his head was special, not 
an ordinary one. When someone seized his pigtail and knocked his head against 
the ground several times, he thought: "Finally I am beaten by my son." Thus 
satisfied and content, he went on his way. Ah Q's spiritual victory is a sort 
of "spiritual opiate" which makes one come to terms with being left behind, hu- 
miliated, and beaten up, and makes one move in the old rut, refuse to reform, 
and even lose one's moral integrity and sense of shame. Is this "spiritual 
opiate” not still drugging the nerves of certain people? 


Thus, Ah Q himself "died without sons" but Ah Q's spirit did not "die without 
propagating," and its shape and true colors are still found in real life from 
time to time! To be sure, Mr Lu Xun's object of writing "The True Story of Ah Q" 
was not to cause Ah Q's spirit to propagate but to make our fellow countrymen 
wake up and eliminate the Ah Q spirit, which is backward and negative. In com- 
memorating Mr Lu Xun today, we should earnestly do something to ensure that the 
Ah Q spirit "dies without propagating."

[Text] The love of the overseas Chinese for their motherland, and their love of 
their native place, is a very old tradition. Their patriotic enthusiasm which 
all along has been very intense, is now such that they can offer their own 
strength to enable Taiwan to return to the motherland, realize the great cause 
of unity of the motherland, and promote the building of the motherland's four 
modernizations. 


Ours is one of the provinces that are focal points of overseas Chinese affairs 
work. According to incomplete statistics for the province as a whole, there 
are approximately 200,000 overseas Chinese living abroad; there are over 200,000 
returned overseas Chinese, and relatives of those living abroad, many of whom 
belong to the Hui, Bai, Tai, and Zhuang minority nationalities. For this reason, 
doing a good job of overseas Chinese work is very important. Ever since the 
province-wide conference of 1979 on overseas Chinese affairs, the various levels 
of overseas Chinese affairs departments, under the leadership of the party

In order to foster and promote the overseas Chinese love of their motherland and 
their native place, and conscientiously do a good job of overseas Chinese work, 
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we must first of all further heighten our understanding of the party's fundamental 
policies, eliminate and overcome "leftist" ideological influence, and fully com- 
prehend that doing a good job of overseas Chinese work is important for promoting 
the yreater unity of the people, the greater patriotic unity, the return of Taiwan 
to the motherland, and the four modernizations. At the national informal confer~ 
ence on domestic overseas Chinese affairs held this May, it was pointed out that 
overseas Chinese affairs work is the work of the entire party. The full imple-

They must strengthen 
organizational structures in this work and augment the manpower assigned to it, 
allocate the funds needed for propaganda and the reception of returnees and 
visitors, and assist overseas Chinese affairs departments in solving promptly

Second, we must continue conscientiously to implement the various policies 
relating to overseas Chinese work, satisfactorily see through the reinvestigation 
and rectification of the various unjust, false, and incorrect charges affecting 
relatives of overseas Chinese, and pay close attention to solving the problem of 
people's homes being occupied by others. We must make a great effort to propa- 
gandize the party's policies relating to overseas Chinese affairs, and the glorious 
tradition of the deep love of overseas Chinese for their motherland and their 
native place; we must praise good people and good accomplishments among returning 
overseas Chinese and relatives of overseas Chinese, and encourage them to continue 
to display a spirit of patriotism in order to make a new contribution toward the 
vigorous development of China. We must attach importance to the use and training 
of cadres who are returned overseas Chinese, particularly returned overseas 
Chinese intellectuals; we should trust them, cultivate them, be concerned about 
their sufferings, and assist them in solving their actual difficulties and bringing 
their special skills and knowledge into full play. We must be courageous in 
giving a free hand to those returning overseas Chinese cadres who meet the

HEBEI CADRES ATTEND TRAINING COURSE ON ‘RESOLUTION’

["Hebei Cadres Conclude Short-Term Training Course, Purge ‘Leftist’ Influence"] 
[Text] The short-term training course for studying the "Resolution," which was 
attended by leading cadres at county level and above from the party school of 

the provincial party committee, the provincial cadres’ school, and the provincial 
school of political science and law, was concluded 6 September after lasting 20 
days. Comrades attending the course studied the “Resolution” and other documents 
of the Sixth Plenum with political enthusiasm and in light of their thoughts and 
realities. Manifesting the spirit of self-criticism, they conscientiously purged 
the "leftist" influence. They raised their level of political consciousness in 
studying the spirit of the "Resolution" and doing their work well. 


In the past, some comrades thought Chairman Mao was a great leader free of short- 
comings and mistakes, and they resented any criticism of Chairman Mao's mistakes. 
Having penetratingly studied the "Resolution," they came to realize that Chairman 
Mao did make serious mistakes in his later life. His achievements were evident 
and his mistakes existed. The "Resolution" affirms Chairman Mao's position in 
history in a matter-of-fact and appropriate way, draws a dividing line between 
his mistakes made in his later life and Mao Zedong Thought, thereby safeguarding 
Chairman Mao's prestige and restoring Mao Zedong Thought to its proper place. 
This approach helped in summing up the past, guiding the future, and pushing 
revolution forward. Comrades dispelled their erroneous understanding and in- 
creased their faith in the party Central Committee. 


There were some comrades who, having witnessed how Comrade Mao Zedong made ser- 
ious mistakes in his later life by launching and leading the “great cultural 
revolution"--which caused the most serious setback and loss to the state and the 
people since the founding of the republic--doubted that Mao Zedong Thought could 
become the guiding thought of our party. In the course of studying the "Resolu- 
tion," they looked back on the course of the party's struggle, counted Comrade 
Mao Zedong's mistakes and what was right and what was wrong, and made this anal- 
ysis: First, his merits and demerits were not of the same in magnitude. Take, 
for instance, his achievements in leading in the founding of socialist new China. 
He ushered in a new era in the history of the Chinese nation, and the "great 
cultural revolution" did not push new China back to the status of the old China. 
Second, the merits and demerits were not of the same duration. From the time he 
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blazed the Jinggangshan path, he was the chief proponent of the Chinese revolu- 
tion for half a century, during which time he was generally recognized as hav- 
ing rendered outstanding service. Only in the last 10 years of his life did he 
make serious mistakes. Third, the merits and demerits were not the same in terms 
of historical influence. His achievements were an element playing a long-term 
role. The Chinese people will move forward from generation to generation along 
the road opened by him. As to the mistakes made in his later years, they have 
begun to be rectified since the Third Plenum of the llth Party Congress and, 
moreover, according to or on the basis of developing the correct thought he ini- 
tiated in the past. Through this analysis, they dispelled their misgivings and 
came to realize that it was no exaggeration for the "Resolution" to say that 
Chairman Mao's "contributions to the Chinese revolution far exceeded his mistakes," 
and that Comrade Mao Zedong's position in history is magnificent and Mao Zedong 
Thought will guide us forward for a long time to come. 


Comrades attending the short-term training course studied tre "Resolution" in 
light of realities. They deeply felt that Hebei's tasks to bring order our of 
chaos are still heavy and the leftist influence is still very deep. The former 
chief responsible person of the provincial committee committed serious "leftist" 
mistakes and resisted the lines and policies of the Third Plenum. Whether they 
could study the Resolution in depth depended on one important question: whether 
they were able to take up the weapon of the "Resolution" to purge the leftist 
influences conscientiously, to bring order out of chaos, to implement policy 
firmly, to promote unity, and to carry out the lines and policies laid down since 
the Third Plenum. Some comrades studied the "Resolution," bearing in mind the 
fact that the personnel policy was not thoroughly and completely implemented. 
They dug deep into the root of "leftist" ideology and made up their minds to im- 
plement the personnel policy thoroughly and completely in the spirit of the 
"Resolution." 


Some comrades from industry and transportation enterprises studied the "Resolu- 
tion,” bearing in mind the fact that the economic responsibility system was be- 
ing pushed slowly and timidly by enterprises after the Central Committee called 
for its implementation. They came to realize that slow and timid actioi was due 
to the influence of the “leftist” idea that the bigger the "pot" and tte higher 
the stage of public ownership, the greater the superiority. They expressed de- 
termination to purge the "leftist" influence, to pull down the "big pot" boldly, 
and to set up "small pots" and implement the economic responsibility system of 
contracting both work and production.

HEBEL INSTITUTES OVERHAUL OF TEACHING CORPS IN LOCAL SCHOOLS 
Shijiazhuang HEBEI RI%sAO in Chinese 9 Sep 81 pl 


[Article: "Conscientiously Do a Good Job on the Consolidation of Teachers of 
Local Schools in Hebei Province"] 


[Text] Recently, the provincial party committee and government sent out a cir- 
cular entitled “Report on the Consolidation of Teachers of Local Middle and Pri- 
mary Schools" to all prefectures, municipalities, and counties, requesting them 
to undertake a general overhaul of teachers of local schools; solve all problems 
involving redundancy, poor quality, and mismanagement; and further consolidate 
the teaching corps, enhance the education level, speed up the cultivation of 
talent, and achieve a peaceful, united political situation. 


First of all, the notification analyzes the prevailing conditions of teachers of 
local schools in our province. At present, we have more than 250,000 middle and 
primary teachers of local schools, which represents more than 50 percent of the 
total educational staff and workers in middle and primary schools. They are en- 
gaged in developing rural educational work and, in particular, represent a major 
force for the popularization of primary education. Many of them have made great 
contributions in educational activities. However, due to the influence of 10 
years of internal strife and leftist errors, serious problems have cropped up in 
the general teaching corps involving redundancy, poor quality, and bad manage- 
ment. Certain basic cadres have appointed people on the basis of favoritism, 
violated relevant regulations of the central government, replaced local teachers 
at will and put in their own relatives, thereby causing an imbalance in teachers' 
qualifications. According to a typical investigation and analysis, amone teach- 
ers of local schools, about 33 percent are low in their knowledge of « al 
work, unable to teach, and devoid of future prospects. Some individu e low 
in moral quality and, therefore, not qualified to become teachers. These prob- 
lems have not only increased the burdens of the government and collectives, but 
also have directly affected the security of the local teaching corps and the im- 
provement of educational quality and, furthermore, have influenced the reputa- 
tion of people's teachers and the society's respect for teachers. 


The notification points out that putting the local teaching corps in order is a 
mamor and complicated work, for the job covers a wide area, strongly involves 
policy matters, and faces relatively big obstacles. It would be very difficult 
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to complete the task if we were to rely on educational departments alone. Con- 
sequently, it is proposed that party and government leaders of all levels fully 
understand the importance and urgency of overhauling the teaching corps of local 
schools and purposefully strengthen their leadership to carry out this work. 


The notification insists that to do a good job in the investigation of teachers 
of local schools, we must start out from the factual conditions, maintain the 
correct guiding thought, and adopt appropriate means. We must examine the teach- 
ers' work attitude, qualification level, teaching results, and cultural standard, 
paying special attention to their work attitude and teaching results. 


The job of evaluation for employment or discharge must be based on the overall 
investigation of the teachers concerned. Teachers of local schools are to be 
classified inte three groups: those who pass the grade and who are qualified to 
teach, those who fail but who can still teach with future improvement, and those 
who fail dismally. It is this third group of teachers who should be transferred 
to other kinds of work. The evaluation for employment or cismissal must be 
strictly carried out, and no detail must be overlooked. Every decision to hire 
or fire must be supported with evidence and not made perfunctorily or through 
facoritism. Those who make the grade must be able to withstand investigation 

and examination. Those who are dismissed must be given full reason for the dis- 
missal without involving personal sentiments, and their families and the basic 
cadre corps to which the teachers belong must be informed and given a thorough 
ideological inculcation. It is especially necessary to explain that, in certain 
places, the main obstacles to carrying out the dismissal of teachers come from 
their own basic cadres. Some people exploit an opportunity by [finding a place 

for their own relatives; others put up obstacles to block the consolidation; still 
others take revenge against cadres and teachers who hold firmly to principle. So, 


party and government leaders of various levels must pay attention to these ele- 
ments and give them proper education concerning standards of party life and dis- 
cipline of the party organization, on order that they behave in a businessiike 


and exemplary manner toward the completion of the consolidation work. Regarding 
those individuals who selfishly stick to their mistakes and hinder the consoli- 
dation work, we must deal with them conscientiously and strictly, depending on 
the seriousness of the offense. 


The notification also demands that all prefectures, municipalities, and counties 
in Hebei Province make an etfort to complete the task of consolidation of the 
teaching corps before the end of September. In the wake of the consolidation 
work, each locality must be organized to accept the reports after ascertaining 
that the quality and the contents meet the requirements. Every commune in each 
county must be inspected and its report collected; every county in each prefec- 
ture must be inspected and its report collected. There must be one report for 
every consolidation task concluded and the reports must be collected one by one, 
instead of insistence on one rigid line. The main contents of inspection and 
checking are: whether redundant and unqualified teachers have been dismissed 
and given other kinds of work; whether the investigation work, particularly con- 
cerning ideological education, has been seriously carried out; whether the work 
on dismissal and appointment coincides with the party's policies. An inspection 
must also be carried out of county communes which completed their consolidation 
work last winter and spring. Those who did not do a good job of consolidation 
must repeat it. Those responsible for submitting false reports or committing 
corruption will be dealt with strictly in accordance with the seriousness of the 
offense.

SOCIAL REALISM IN LITERATURE REAFFIRMED

Effects] 


[Text] Recently, literary and art circles, having fully affirmed the literary 
achievements of the last few years, have severely criticized the defects and mis- 
takes in a small number of works which have appeared in certain publications. 


But some comrades were not willing to accept [the criticisms]. They said, "For 

a creative person, as long as he honestly portrays the social phenomena which he 
has seen or heard, he is speaking the truth and reflecting the truth. His respon- 
sibility, therefore, can be regarded as fulfilled. As for the social effect of 
hiw written work, it is not within the consideration of a creative person.'' Com- 
rades sporting this view often enlisted famous Chinese or foreign writers such as 
Tolstoy or Cao Xueqin for proof. Is this view valid? I do not think so. It does 
not agree with the realities surrounding the creative activities of those literary 
masters. To be sure, literature is incompatible with deceit and lies. Among 
truth, goodness, and beauty of literature, truth ranks first. Literature derives 
life from truth. But the perception of "truth" varies with people, resulting in 
two kinds of literary creations. In the naturalistic observation of social life, 
one seeks only to describe the surface without delving into the intrinsic relation- 
ships and the essential meanings. The other kind observes life according to Marx- 
ist epistemology and esthetics in order to create artistic images of the ideal 
type, to reflect real life, to reveal the essence of life, and to determine the 
guiding trend in the development of life, thereby helping readers to understand 
life correctly and enhance thought and sentiment. 


Looking at famous Chinese and foreign literary works, we find their vitality lies 
in the authentic reflection of the contemporary life and their revelation of the 
essence of life. In the novel "Dream of the Red Chamber,’ Cao Xueqin of the Qing 
dynasty, through description of the ostentatious but hollow Rongguofu, fully re- 
veals the reactionary nature and decadence of the feudal institution and the moral 
concepts resulting in the inevitable downfall of the entire social system. He 
moreover created the typical image of two rebels against the feudal society in the 
hero Jia Baoyu and the heroine Lin Daiyu. With creative passion and unusual artis- 
tic feat, he composed a beautiful epic which reached the summit of our classical 
novels. 
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Leo Tolstoy indeed resented "lies" in art, but he was not satisfied by the photo- 
graphic reflection of life. Instead, he attempted to grasp the essence of life 
beyond the surface image of life, and to achieve the unification of the truth in 
life and the truth in art through molding artistic ideal types. The life model and 
the plot of the long novel "Resurrection" are very simple to begin with. If left 
in the hands of mediocre and unimaginative writers, it would be a worn-out story 
of an aristocratic lord exploiting then abandoning a woman of low status. In the 
early process of writing, Tolstoy described Baron Nekhlyudov's romantic adventures 
in youth and a series of tragic consequences he brought to Mazlova. He then con- 
tinued to describe Nekhlyudov as a juror encountering Mazlova in court and the 
kinds of behavior following his remorse. Later Tolstoy became convinced that the 
theme must extend from personal morality and personal tragedy to important social 
issues to reveal "the deceit in economics, politics and religion" as well as "the 
horror of autocracy." Accordingly, the writer seriously undertook many steps of 
revision, shifting the emphasis from Nekhlyudov to Katyusha Mazlova. In the form 
of a flash back, he opened with the court scene and exposed without reservation 
the absurdity and corruption of the entire state administration. Despite the 
novel's obvious defects in ideological content and trite sermons on nonviolent 
resistance and saving mankind through self-perfection, the ideal of this novel is 
lofty and the social effects outstanding. It reached the highest level Tolstoy 
could reach at that time and at that place. Consequently the writer was excom- 
municated from the church. How can we say that the writer before and during the 
creation of "Resurrection" described only what he saw without explicit motivation 
Or any regard of the work's social effects? 





Concerning the question of the connection between literature and authenticity, 
Gorky made many incisive comments. He pointed out, "One should ask oneself this 
kind of question: First, what is authentic? Second, why do we need authenticity? 
What kind of authenticity do we need? What kind of authenticity is more impor- 
tant?" He regarded that authenticity and truth, being two concepts with different 
content, can not be equated and that not all facts contain truth. To be a writer 
in the socialist age, one can not avoid this "very complicated and difficult ques- 
tion" raised by Gorky; moreover, he must conscientiously try to solve it and solve 
it with distinction. Because in today's socialism, the "three realities" mention- 
ed by Gorky still exist, that is, the reality of today, the overhanging reality 
from yesterday and the budding and growing reality for tomorrow. At this histor- 
ical juncture of the new replacing the old and the old giving way to the new, we 
must continuously clear ideological garbage and cure the lingering disease caused 
by the "gang of four." Writers can not close their eyes to the contamination and 
disease threatening people's health; they can not delay sounding the alarm at the 
early signs of fire. However, our goal is not to expose the negative side of life 
and mistakes of our work, nor to capture sensationalism. Some works, in order to 
meet the demand of plot, content and style, put emphasis on, or even entirely de- 
vote to exposition, criticism and satire. This is not necessarily wrong. But we 
must emphasize that to reveal wounds is to prevent wounds from inflicting again; 
to expose darkness is precisely to praise the light in which the party leads us 

to overcome the enemies. Whipping at falsehood, evil and ugliness of life is for 
the purpose of revealing and praising the truth, goodness and beauty of life. 


In our society, after all, the evolving, positive and upward-moving forces and 
the sound and healthy socialist new men are in the leading position. At the pres- 
ent time, the curtain has been lifted for the living drama featuring heroic and 
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exciting advance to the four modernizations. To be a creative person who engineers 
the soul of human race, he must whole-heartedly engage himself in this procession. 
With brimming passion and artistic touch, he will compose more and better works en- 
dowed with the spirit of time; he will shape images of founding heroes of the four 
modernizations; he will establish new relations between men and men; he will nour- 
ish high ideals and expand man's horizon; he will refine people's taste and enrich 
the spirit; and he will make the unique contribution which can not be made by 
other fronts. If a creative person wants to fulfill this mission, how can he avoid 
strengthening his sense of revolutionary responsibility, increasing the ideological 
significance of his work and heightening its positive social effects?

LETTER DISCUSSES RESPONSIBILITY OF SOCIALIST LITERATURE, ART

[Letter from Mz Xianting [7456 3759 1694] to a young writer: “Our Responsibility"] 





[Text] Last evening, I was served green tea by you during a talk that continued 
late into the night. When I was leaving your home, you shook my hand and said, 
"We will talk again," instead of saying "goodby." I understood what you meant. 
You were telling me that your views on some of the issues we had touched upon re- 
main in the process of development. As a matter of fact, I also felt that much 
was left unsaid about the problems we discussed yesterday. That is why I want to 
get up early this morning to write this letter to you. My decision to put our 
conversation in writing does not stem from the fear that I may be stunned by your 
eloquent debating skills or aggressive tongue-lashing as a young writer but from 
the fact that I will be out of the town for 10 days for a meeting, which leaves 
me no alternative but to respond to your challenge to "further talks" in writing. 
Last night, when we discussed the responsibility to society that writers must be 
aware of, we disagreed on the matter of the effect a literary work may have on 
society and "fought like bulls." Do you remember this? Today, I want to continue 
our debate on this issue. 


You maintained that such an effect on society as a criterion for literary and art 
review was not mentioned in the classical Marxist works. I beleive that this 
criterion exists objectively in our social life; once a work is published by a 
writer, it immediately becomes a public asset which will draw feedback of one 

kind or another, large or small, which can be called the effect is has on society. 
It can be said that the effect of a work on society resembles a shadow which never 
parts from the moving body. Regardless of whether or not its effect on society 

is listed as a rule for literary and artistic review, a writer responsible to his 
society should never act like a poor salesman "who hever holds himself responsible 
for anything that is sold out of his store." 


Of course, the contradiction between the objective effect of a work and the writ- 
er's subjective motives in creating it, as you mentioned, is a problem that can- 
not be denied. In the history of literary review, this is not a new topic. I 
have no reason to repeat viewpoints on this subject that are already well known 
to the public. However, I just want to ask you this question: When a work draws 
an unexpectedly negative reaction from the public, should its writer reject his 
responsibility to society under the pretext of good motives, or should he calm 
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down and carefully study and find out the cause of contradiction between his sub- 
jective and objective interests from the standpoint of his personal beliefs in 
life, esthetic concept and even method of literary creation? in this connection, 
you may want to go over some of your oft-repeated views. For example, literary 
and artistic works are devoted to reflecting rather than judging life. Realism 
in literature and art is not reality in life. The esthetic value of a work is 
distinguishable from its political value. I believe that these are problems that 
warrant discussion. But there also are some questions that cannot go unanswered, 
questions which are raised frequently by people interested in creative literature 
and art and their appreciation. For example, although you say that your works 
are devoted only to reflecting rather than judging life, someone may come up with 
erroneous conclusions on life on the basis of your retlections on life; although 
you say that you are interested only in creating realism in literature and art, 
you cannot deny thac your works may have a negative effect on “reality in life"; 
although you say thst your quest is for comprehensive esthetic evaluations, social 
practice has brought to light a serious split between the esthetic evaluation of 
a work and its political evaluation. In the face of these problems that are loom- 
ing large before you, will you take them lightly, without initiating any action 
on them from a position of an unavoidable contradiction, or will you treat them 
as a dangerous red light or signal in the course of your artistic practice and 
take a serious attitude toward them? Although, from the theoretical point of 
view, what you discussed relates to matters concerning the unity of opposites, I 
believe that a writer is required by the people to achieve their unity, rather 
than callously going along with the existence of antagonism between opposites. 
Please let me know whether we can reach a consensus on this point? 


Yesterday, you rejected my proposal that “whether a writer can pay close atten- 
tion to the effect of his works on society graphicaily reflects whether he is 
aware of his responsibility to his society" on the ground that Literature is not 
a branch of sociology. You maintained that being true to life rather than being 
sensitive to your responsibility to your society, which emanates from political 
concepts, is a living motto for writers. Your reason is that being true to life 
already covers the solemn demand that should be met by writers in their commit- 
ment to their society. Nevertheless, I believe that, although the slogan “be 
true to life" has played a positive role in different periods of history, dif- 
ferences in views of life are highly likely to lead anyone, whoever he is, to 
interpret this slogan in his own way. This can be explained by the following 
reasons: First, the phenomenon of life is intricate. You may be able to touch 
the heart or mainstream of lite or only take note of its surface or tributaries. 
Although they all originate in life, you may come up with diametrically opposed 
interpretations and conclusions about life. Second, the way life is depicted or 
portrayed by a writer and the method or viewpoint he adopts to observe and judge 
life are undoubtedly affected by his views of society and beauty--in other words, 
by his world outlook. Under such circumstances, the reflection of the same facet 
of life may vary from writer to writer. In view of this, the term “true” in the 
slogan "be true to life” cannot be used as a scientific yardstick. The key hinges 
on what ways a writer will devise to observe life. This may prompt you to ask: 
Can't we renege on our pledge to be true to life? Certainly not. The slogan 

"be true to life" is undoubtedly valuable in cases where Literature and art are 
abused as a means to deceive the public or to cover up something. The problem 

is thet this slogan is not a password that will enable every writer to transcend 
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vulgar practices and pave a natural way for entering the kingdom of freedom where 
artistic motives are identical with their effect. Generally speaking, the term 
"be true to life" does not stand for loyality to the people and socialism. More- 
over, being true to life is a term which cannot take the place of the pledge by 
writers to raise their consciousness of their responsibility to their society. 


When my writing reaches this point, your widely opened eyes, raging with contro- 
versial fire, seeming to appear in my imagination. I suspect that you may move 
your face closer to mine and then raise this question: Well, what are you really 
driving at when you mention the writers’ consciousness of their responsibility to 
society’? This is exactly what I want to explain now. I trust that, having bene- 
fited from several decades of education in revolutionary practice, none of us will 
ever again believe in the existence of men of letters who pursue art for art's 
sake. Believe it or not, literature and art can never be divorced from the socio- 
economic base and the political system decided by this economic base. In the 

wake of the smashing of the “gang of four," as our party Central Committee is now 
leading the entire party and the people throughout the country to push our social- 
ist cause onto a new historic path and as our country and nation are in a period 
of great transformation unprecendented in history, we Chinese people, including 
writers and artists, cannot evade the responsibility assigned by history and so- 
ciety. This consciousness of responsibility to society, as we discussed before, 
should be directly interpreted as awareness of the fact that literature and art 
are devoted to serving the people and socialism rather than being unpolished lan- 
guage which may confuse the public. 


[ suspect that you may come up with this question: How can we define service to 
the people and service to socialism? My personal view of this question is that 
gearing literature and art to serve the people and socialism is a vastly broad 
and well-defined concept. By broad concept, I mean that, as a social idological 
form, literature and art have a role to play in social, political, and spiritual 
lives and can affect life on the socialist political, economic, military, liter- 
ary, and artistic fronts. In this concept of work for the people and socialism, 
writers can enjoy artistic freedom in choosing themes, subject matter, style, 
and form as well as freedom from turning their works into commodities whose pro- 
duction is restricted by the availability of capital and currency, as literary 
and artistic works in the capatalist world are. They also can enjoy freedom from 
making themselves prisoners of mundane and vulgar concepts. It can be said that 
the concept of gearing literature and art to serve the people and socialism is 
an infinitely vast domain for freedom. This domain, however, is not without 
well-defined discipline. The people, proceeding from their own interests and 
the needs of socialist undertakings, have the right to demand that writers make 
certain efforts to acquaint themselves with new life, to reflect the events of 

a new era, to eulogize the new personalities and new things of splendor and 
beauty, and to create brillian images of pioneers of the four modernizations pro- 
gram. Through the medium of literature and art, the people can gain confidence 
in overcoming difficulties and increase their courage to win victories. At the 
same time, the people can allow a large number of works to exist that prove un- 
harmful to the people and socialism, healthy and delightful to the hearts of 
their readers, and that can cover the needs of their cultural life and meet the 
popular demand for entertainment. Apart from this, the people also have the 
right to reject reactionary, absurb, and ugly trash. We should take note of the 
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following three categories of works: first, works demanded by the people should 
be allowed to play a leading and dominant roie in socialist literature and art; 
second, works allowed by the people can be divided into several groups which, in 
general, cannot replace the first category of works allowed to play a dominant 
role in this field or join the following third category of works; third, works 
opposed by the people. Although we can find no way of preventing their produc- 
tion, we find ourselves dutybound to criticize and struggle against them. Of 
course, such criticism and struggle should take the form of reasoning and persua- 
sion in their entirety, for the purpose of increasing the people's ability to 
distinguish right from wrong and to revitalize socialist literature and art cap- 
able of “resisting and combating harmful germs." 


When my writing arrives at this point, you may burst into a shout: “Ha ha! How 
can you call those small circles superimposed by larger ones a vast domain?" I 
believe that the emphasis on the writers’ consciousness of their responsibility 
to their society should in no way be construed as something resembling circles. 
Please think it over: how can writers who take the stand of the people and ad- 
here to the socialist course view the people's demands and the socialist require- 
ments as “small circles" which have a binding effect on them? Conversely, there 
are really some people such as those you ridiculed yesterday who take haven in 
“Taohuayuan" and ignore the people's demands and the socialist requirements. 
Those who take haven in "Taohuayuan," each farming a small “plot of free land," 
truly live in a "small circle," as distinguished from the miilions upon millions 
of people dedicated to the socialist cause. In response to the people's demands, 
every writer should have a sense of responsibility to society so that he can 


break out of those small circles and link his own destiny and the destiny of lit- 
erature and art with that of millions of Chinese people Only in this way can 
the writer play a role in the socialist cause anf eeei ashamed to be“ resident 


of “Taohuayuan." 


You may follow up this matter with the following question: “After setting forth 
these regulations and rules, what place wili you give to the double-hundred pol- 
icy?" This question should return us to our earlier discussions on the relation- 
ship between the "double-hundred" policy and the orientation of “two fors." I 
believe that encouraging writers to interpret their sense of responsibili 
society directly as an awareness of keeping to the orientation of "two f 
meaning working for the people and for socialism, does not mean urging them to 
back away from or even give up the policy of “letting a hundred flowers blossom 
and a hundred schools of thought contend." As for as the matter of the develop- 
ment of socialist literature and art, the orientation of “two fors" and the 
“double-hundred" policy are two things that are interconnected with each other, 
complement each other, operate in tandem, and are indispensable to each other. 
Historical experience has repeatedly shown that any attempts to split this rela- 
tionship or to pit the former against the latter will hamper the development of 
socialist literature and art. When we emphasize the need to keep to the orienta- 
tion of "two fors," we must realize that, without the implementation of the 
"“double-hundred" policy, what Lenin once termed the "vast domain of individual 
creative power and personal satisfaction and of thoughts, dreams, forms and 
themes" will not develop as part of literature and art, the colorful and versa- 
tile styles of literature and art will not grow in order to sitisfy the people's 
needs, and the "two fors" slogan will become empty talk. When we emphasize the 
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“double-hundred" policy, we also must realize that, if we fail to keep the orien- 
tation of "two fors," the hundred flowers will “grow” and the hundred schools of 
thought will “contend" without the benefit of a guiding principle; in the absence 
of a guiding principle, they may not be able to avoid becoming confused with 
bourgeois laissez-faire trends and may tend to do something harmful to the social- 
ist interests incompatible with the people's aspirations. As long as we can 
handle properly the relationship between the “double-hundred™ policy and the con- 
cept of “two fors," we will find that the vista ahead for socialist literature 
and art is a vast path laid out with a well-defined direction and purpose. Our 
revolutionary writers must consider it their duty to follow this path along which 
our socialist literature and art can develop. Only by developing socialist lit- 
erature and art can they contribute to the development of the people's cause and 
socialist undertakings as a whole. 


Alas, I heard a chorus of automobile horns sounded by my impatient colleagues as 

a signal that I must leave. This leaves me no choice but to stop writing this 
letter, which represents only “one side of the coin." As this letter is written 
hurriedly, it may contain some biased views. I promise to meet you for further 
dicusssions as soon as I return home from the meeting. The cold spring is still 
sweeping the land. I will be delighted to see you serve me wine during our forth- 
coming meeting.

LU XUN'S VIEWS ON LITERATURE, ART RECALLED 
Relationship to Revolution, Life

ship Between Literature and Art and Revolution and Life™] , 
[Text]Literature and art and revolution, literature and art and life: these are 
two fundamental questions concerning literature and art. On these two questions, 
the great writer, thinker and revolutionary Lu Xun expressed his profound ideas by 
his practice in creation, his immortal works and succinct, thoroughgoing articles, 
which have become the principles for us to solve these two questions correctly. 


On the question of the relationship between literature and art and revolution, the 
proletarian literature in China with Lu Xun as its standard bearer has a glorious 
tradition of reflecting and promoting revolution. In abandoning medicine and taking 
up literature, Lu Xun's purpose was precisely to “change people's disposition, re- 
form the national character," and reform China. His very first work, "A Madman's 
Diary," was strongly antifeudal, and was poised to oppose the cannibalistic feudal 
ethics in particular. And his very first essay on literature and art also made the 
emphatic point that literature and art must propagate revolution. Om the question 
of the relationship between literature and art and revolution, Lu Xun consistently 
insisted on opposing both the right and the “left.” On the one hand, he was opposed 
to what brandished the “transcendent” artistic banner of "a third category of 
people," but was actually literature and art of the bourgeoisie; on the other hand, 
he was also opposed to the "leftist" inclinations of those in his own ranks who 
chose to overlook the laws of literature and art, overlook the characteristics of 
thinking in terms of images, and use literature and art merely as their organ in 
evincing a tendency to generalize and formularize things. In studying such precious 
spiritual bequeaths from Lu Xun today, we should, in conjunction with the positive 
and negative aspects of our experience on the literary and art front, learn Lu 

Xun's opposition to the tendency of turning things into posters and slogans and 
cleanse "leftist" thinking. In this regard, Lu Xun provided us with a famous pas- 
sage, which I hope everybody will forever keep in mind: "I am of the opinion that 
literature and art are, of course, propaganda; but not all propaganda is literature 
and art. This is just like every flower having its own color (I also take white as 
a color), but not all colors make flowers. The reason why, apart from slogans, 
posters, bulletins, telegrams, and textbooks...revolution must also make use of 
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literature and art is precisely because they are literature and art." He also said: 
“The reason why literature and art are literature and art does not just depend on 
the instruction they provide; if a novel is turned into a textbook on self-cultiva- 
tion, what literature and art remain to speak of?" These statements are in line 
with what Engels said: "Tendentiousness need not be particularly stated: we should 
let it flow spontaneously from the story of the situation by itself." What merits 
pointing out is that a tendency toward bourgeois liberalization and overlooking of 
the party character of literature prevails in literary and artistic creation at 
present; some works and performances seek to placate unwholesome tastes, pursue box 
office values and provocations, and thus become vulgar and base, or even violate the 
four basis principles. We should once more review Lu Xun's famous statement: 
"Wishing to become a writer who transcends classes while living in a class 
society...is like pulling one's hair with one's own hands in an attempt to take off 
from the earth." In a society where class struggle is not yet entirely terminated, 
one must consider to which class one's works are beneficial. "Editing a journal 
definitely cannot be ‘absolutely free,’ nor can a person ‘not belong to either 
side.'" Hence, Lu Xun's own literature was "a literature which follows order," 
which considered following the orders of the proletariat as an honor, and which 
took into consideration at all times the interests of the proletariat and vast 
ranks of the masses of the people. Said Lu Xun: “Literature and art are the flames 
emanating from the national spirit and at the same time the light that guides the 
future of the national spirit." The literature and art in our socialist society 
should also precisely demonsirate the "flames" among the masses of the people, 
their positive factors, their "backbone" and "core" forces. Even if we happen to 
be writing so-called “scar literature” while recalling a painful experience, our 
literature which serves to sum up the "leftist" lessons should also convey such 
"flames," convey the struggles, ideals, hopes and inspiring forces, so as to play 
the role of the "light." As for writing about the construction of socialist 
modernization, everywhere at the forefront of the four modernizations there are 
socialist new people worthy of our singing and praise; we should in this case 
especially encourage the socialist enthusiasm on the part of the vast ranks of the 
masses through the images of such new people. 


On the question of the relationship between literature and art and life, first of 
all, Lu Xun's practice in creation faithfully follows the tradition of realism and 
the materialist principles of reflection; he had a profound understanding of the 
life of the countryside, local customs and conditions, and class relations in 
eastern Zhejiang as well as their changes, and he also made thoroughgoing obser- 
vations on the feudalism in China's old society and the old intellectuals. That 
was why he was able to write such novels that profoundly reflected the life of the 
countryside, struggles and old intellectuals after the 1911 Revolution. In the 
Struggle against the three great enemies during the New Democratic Revolution, he 
took the lead in battles, serving as a commanding officer and a fighter at the same 
time; he clearly differentiated between enemies and friends, and his likes and dis- 
likes were unequivocal. That was why he was able to write various articles which 
were as sharp as javelins and daggers in fatally slashing at the enemies, as well 
as poems which expressed the heroic feelings of the revolution. Lu Xun's vivid 
description concerning the rise of literature and art from labor, the pithy an- 
alogy that genius springs from the soil, invariably indicated to us the implication 
that life is the only source of literary and artistic creation. He said: "If we 
want to look at pretty flowers, we must have good soil; without soil, there would 
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"be no flowers; hence the soil is even more important than the flowers, since all 
flowers and trees simply cannot thrive without soil." Lu Xun was opposed to copy- 
ing life; he was of the opinion that literary and art models should be finer than 
original ster-otypes in life. He proposed to “stitch together," “merge together," 
"Select from various sources to produce a synthetic type," "with his mouth coming 
from Zhejiang, his face coming frim Beijing, and his clothing coming from Shaanxi," 
so that the character presented became a composite. Whether solving the question 
of the relationship between literature and art and revolution or the question of 
the relationship between literature and art and life, Lu Xun was of the opinion 
that “the fundamental question lies in whether or not the writer himself is a 
"revolutionary person'; if he is, then whatever event he writes about, whatever 
data he uses, will also be ‘revolutionary literature." Whatever comes from a 
fountain is only water; whatever comes from a blood vessel is always blood." It 

is very important for a writer to share the rhythm of his breathing and destiny 
with workers, peasants and soldiers. At present, reflection of the heroes and their 
Struggles in the four modernizations remains insufficient; this is possibly because 
writers are all too busy writing about things fraught with feelings about the past 
and have not yet had enough time. So if we wish to strengthen creation in this re- 
gard, it is also necessary to use different methods in accordance with different 
Situations in organizing writers to go to the burning-hot forefront of the four 
modernizations in order to understand the "new world and new people" there. We 
should embody Lu Xun's views on these two questions in our handling of life, 
creation and criticism in order to celebrate the 100th anniversary of Lu Xun's 
birth with actual deeds. 


Appropriate Criticism

[Text] Lu Xun was not only a great writer but also a great literary and art critic. 
In his lifetime, he engaged in a great deal of brilliant practice in literary and 
art criticism, provided many succinct views in literary and art criticism, and ac- 
cumulated for us rich theoretical and practical experience in literary and art 
criticism. He was an example for the vast ranks of our theoretical workers in 
literature and arts to study. 


I. 


Through a long period of practice in literary and art struggle, Lu Xun deeply rea- 
lized the importance of literary and art criticism. He said: "Literature and art 
must be subject to criticism" ("Decorative Literature: Miscellaneous Notes on 
Reading (II1)); "the duty of a critic lies not only in removing bad weeds but also 
in watering good flowers--the buds of good flowers" ("The Huagai Collection: Not 
All Idle Talk (III)"). He therefore clearly pointed out to us the fighting tasks. 


The history of literary and art practice proves that in order to let good flowers 
grow healthily we must continue to remove bad weeds; this is revolutionary dia- 
lectics. Lu Xun said: "As long as empty space remains available, brambles and 
wild oats are likely to grow; the important thing is to have someone take care of 
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“them by either nurturing or removing them selectively" so that the field “will be 
spared weedy growth: this is criticism." 


In his fighting lifetime, Lu Xun consistently carried out resolute struggles against 
men of letters of the landlord and bourgeois classes of every color and hue. In the 
literary and art rea-m, he was active and correct; broadly employing the weapon of 
literary and art criticism, he smashed the feudalist "national classicism," the 
imperialist "nation “ist literature," and the reactionary theories trumpeted by the 
bourgeois "free men" and "third category of people," such as “arts for arts’ sake" 
and "theory of human nature." The criticisms of these people against Lu Xun were 
very hostile; they launched all sorts of slanders and attacks against him. Lu Xun 
exposed their base antics by observing: “In the spring, critics confuse black with 
white by alleging that 'men of letters are used to despising one another'; in the 
fall, critics obliterate the distinction between right and wrong by declaring that 
"all those who scold others will themselves turn into clowns along with the 
scolded.‘'" The reason why they did so was precisely in order to vainly eliminate 
criticism and compromise struggles. Lu Xun solemnly pointed out that if criticism 
were eliminated, literature and art would become “peaceful ancient tombs"; "how, 
then, could there be any smell of living men?" Lu Xun insisted on militant liter- 
ary and art criticism with a cle-r-cut stand: "Whenever he comes across something 
he approves and loves, he will embrace it; whenever he comes across something he 
disapproves and dislikes, he will refute it." It was with such criticism and strug- 
gles based on a clear distinction between right and wrong and an ardent differenti- 
ation between his likes and dislikes that Lu Xun pealed off their various camou- 
flages and rebuffed their shameless plots to sabotage the revolutionary literary and 
art movement. 


Lu Xun's militant literary and art criticisms were javelins and daggers in “remov- 
ing bad weeds," as he was never irresolute in launching them; but in respect to 
“watering good flowers," he poured out his enthusiasm and his painstaking care. He 
made a vivid analogy by saying that a certain chrysanthemum's "original species was 
only a yellow, small-petaled wild chrysanthemum," but after the gardener dilligently 
watered and nurtured it, this "small-petaled wild chrysanthemum" finally turned into 
a "good flower" as this chrysanthemum. In his fighting lifetime, Lu Xun poured a 
great deal of painstaking care into assisting the growth of young writers. From his 
early days when he edited WUHE CONGKAN [THE MOTLEY CROWD SERIES], WEIMING CONGKAN 
[SERIES OF THE UNKNOWN], MANGYUAN [THE WILDERNESS] weekly, and YUSI [SHREDS OF EX- 
PRESSION] weekly up to the time he edited BENLIU [THE RUSHING CURRENT], MENGYA 
[BUDDING], and similar journals, he treated young writers’ works with such care that 
he “really read them word by word, never let go of them lightly...and often found no 
rest throughout the day." He fervently hoped that these young writers would en- 
deavor to make progress, earnestly pointed out their defects and shortcomings, and 
was very good at giving sympathetic guidance to them: "When you come out for the 
battle for the first time, it does not matter very much if you appear to be a little 
childish and shallow, but you must (!) continue to grow." He expected them to “con- 
tinue (!) to make efforts, and not attempt to score any unprecedented achievement 
with a few articles in a few journals within a year or so.... You must overtake the 
erect predecessors, and become taller than them,” 
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Il. 


Literary and art criticism is one of the principal methods for struggle in liter- 
ary and art circles. Therefore, the question of standards in literary and art 
criticism is a core question in Marxist literary and art criticism. 


Lu Xun also paid great attention to the standards of literary and art criticism; 

he compared them to "circle" and "yardstick." He suggested that literary and art 
criticism "must have a definite circle." Without a definite "circle," the critic 
and the criticized have no definite standard to follow and ideological confusion is 
bound to result, and in reality criticism would become impossible. Lu Xun was op- 
posed to the view that literary and art criticism should not have any standards. 

He pointed out that literary and art criticism must have a yardstick; the only dif- 
ference is that in different times, different classes used different yardsticks. 

He said: "There are British and American yardsticks, there is a German yardstick, 
a Russian yardstick, a Japanese yardstick, and of course there is also a Chinese 
yardstick, or a combined use of various yardsticks." As for the yardstick for rev- 
Olutionary literary and art criticism, he maintained that "it is not right to 
measure with a meter, nor can we use something like a luchi ruler of the Han 
Dynasty or a yingzao ruler of the Qing Dynasty"; we "must measure with a yardstick 
which exists in the minds of those Chinese who wish to participate in the world's 
undertakings today." The view which denied the definite standards of literary and 
art criticism and propagated "that is a criterion for right and wrong, this is also 
a criterion for right and wrong" was, to him, erroneous. 


What Lu Xun spoke of as "circle" and “yardstick” was precisely the standards of 
literary and art criticism. He held that when one observes, analyzes and crit- 
icizes literary and art phenomena and literary and art ideas, one must first of all 
differentiate between enemies and friends as regards their content and thereby es- 
tablish the political criterion for “clarifying right and wrong." With respect to 
the "humor" of Lin Yutang and his ilk and the "nationalist" literature and art 

which sang the praise of “iron and blood," Lu Xun launched relentless critical at- 
tacks. He insisted on the principle of realism; with respect to those literary 
ruffians who powdered up reality and fabricated the literature and art of conceal- 
ment and deception for the sake of maintaining feudalist, imperialist and 

Kuomintang reactionary rule, he launched extremely sharp criticism. Meanwhile, Lu 
Xun was also opposed to those works of the petty bourgeoisie which twisted realities 
and were erroneous in their content. He said: "In the case of such petty bourgeois 
elements who are executing such sommersaults, even when they become revolutionaries 
and are writing revolutionary literature, they are still most reliable to twist the 
revolution and malign the revolution in their writings, which would be harmful to 
the revolution.” 


Lu Xun not only emphasized that revolutionary literature and art must have advanced 
ideological content, but he also stressed that they must have beautiful forms of ex- 
pression. He held that works without an artistic character would lack any 

strength. He clearly pointed out that in the case of any creation, we must “never 
forget that it is art." Lu Xun paid great attention to the unity of the political 
character and the artistic character, and the unity of the content and the form of 

a given work. He energetically advocated that a literary and art work must have 
"fullness in content and sublimation of technique." In respect to those literary 
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and art works short of artistic character "modeled after posters and slogans," Lu 
Xun carried out solemn criticism. He said: “I am of the opinion that all liter- 
ature and art are, of course, propaganda, but all propaganda is not necessarily 
all literature and art. This is just like every flower having a color (I also 
take white as a color), but every color is not necessarily a flower. The reason 
why, apart from slogans, posters, bulletings, telegrams, and textbooks...revolu- 
tion still uses literature and art is precisely because they are literature and 
art." Such genuine knowledge and insightful views on literary and art criticism 
on Lu Xun's part really merit our study and borrowing. 


Ill. 


With clearly defined fighting tasks, with correctly formulated critical standards, 
literary and art criticism still needs a scientific attitude and methods in ex- 
pressing itself. Marxism holds that the theoretical work of the proletariat must 
combine a scientific disposition with a militant disposition. A theory without a 
scientific disposition is liable to lose its fighting stamina. Lu Xun's theory and 
practice in literary and art criticism paid attention to their strict scientific 
disposition, on the one hand, and were full of strong, fighting stamina, on the 
other hand; they provided us with a model of the unity of theory and practice and 
of a scientific disposition and a militant disposition. 


With regard to literary and art criticism, Lu Xun adhered to an attitude of seeking 
truth from facts; he was opposed to those "critics" who “abused the authority of 
criticism." He pointed out that they "base themselves on a volume or two of ‘the 
West's’ old theories of criticism, sometimes scavenge some leftover from the 
square-toes, and sometimes take advantage of so-called unalterable principles of 
traditional China, thus joining the literary circles to trample on others." Lu 

Xun held that in the case of such a criticism "shorn of its critical attitude," 
"the more it is expressed, the worse things become." Connected to the "abusive 
use" of criticism are “random applause" and "random unbraiding"™ in literary and art 
criticism. “Random unbraiding" may result in “random picking off." Naturally, the 
problem has nothing to do with "applause" and "“upbraiding," but merely with “random 
applause" and “random unbraiding." Lu Xun pointed out: "The so-called applause and 
upbraiding are only praise and attack replaced by two less appealing words. In the 
case of calling a hero a hero and speaking of a prostitute as a prostitute, while 
superficially applause and upbraiding seem involved, actually what is said happens 
only to be appropriate, and the critic, in such a case, is not to blame. It would 
be a critic's fault if he resorted to random applause and random upbraiding, such 
as speaking of a heroine as if a prostitute were in question and designating a 
prostitute as a heroine." The upshot of such random upbraiding and random applause 
"is either exalting the criticized to heaven or casting him into hell"; this would 
be very harmful to revolutionary literature and art. Lu heid that “in expressing 
criticism, one must speak of what is bad as bad and speak of what is good as good; 
only thus can it be of benefit to the author.” He encouraged critics to "promote 
the birth of the new, whereas in the case of old things that harm the new, they 
should do their best to exclude them.” All this was indicative of Lu Xun's firm 
proletarian stand and his workstyle in the manner of seeking truth from facts. 


Lu Xun's scientific attitude toward literary and art criticism was also reflected 
in his approach in advocating the analysis and appraisal of an author and his work 
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from a developmental point of view, so that assistance for improvement would be of- 
fered once defects and mistakes were discovered, and opposing "nitpicking" at the 
same time. He said: "If we demand perfect books, there will perhaps be no books to 
read at all in the world; if we expect perfect human beings, there will perhaps be 
few in the world who are qualified to continue to exist. In the case of a book, it 
is bound to have something right as well as something wrong from everybody's point 
of view; this is inevitable under present circumstances." Lu Xun was of the opin- 
ion that in order to make literary and art criticism genuine, we must avoid the view- 
point of absolutization, according to which "a person's ornaments must be of ‘solid 
gold' and a personality must be that of a 'perfect gentleman,' so that if a blemish 
is discovered the whole will be abandoned.'"' He said: "Our approach to criticism in 
the past was to say that if an apple is rotten with scars, it is no good and it will 
be thrown away altogether. Yet the buyer's money is limited: will this not be an 
injustice? And we need not mention that he will continue to be poor. Therefore, 
from now on, it seems best if we can add some words, saying, if it is not rotten 

to the core; this apple is rotten with scars, but these few places are still not 
rotten; therefore it is still edible." "I hope hard-warking critics will all come 
forward to do the work of cutting out the rotten portions from apples; this is like 
"gleaning a field,’ which is hard work, but it is also necessary and beneficial to 
everyone.'' This approach on Lu Xun's part in carefully analyzing literary and art 
work and his prudent attitude merit our emulation." 


IV. 


Lu Xun attached great importance to the guiding role played by Marxist theory on 
literature and art in literary and art criticism, hoping for the birth of genuine 
Marxist literary and art criticism and critics in China. He said: "The fact that 
the reading circles are inclined toward the social sciences is a good, appropriate 
turn for the better." "After I read several kinds of scientific theories on liter- 
ature and art, I realize that our previous literary historians said a great deal, 
but still left us only tangled problems.'"' With his own personal experience, Lu Xun 
also explained the great significance of how we must have Marxism as our guide. He 
said: "As for gooks which criticize literature and art with historical material- 
ism, I have also read some, and I think this is rather direct and straightforward; 
many rather obscure and hard-to-understand problems thus become explicable." 
Therefore, he pointed out emphatically that there must be "genuine criticism" which 
is guided by the Marxist theory on literature and art "before there can be any hope 
for the rise of genuinely new literature and arts and new criticism." 


Literary and art criticism is an tmportant weapon of literary and art struggle. 
Healthy literary and art criticism is indispensable for the prosperity of literary 
and art creation and the healthy development of literary and art movements as well 
as the growth of literary and art workers. Revolutionary literary and art critics 
must use Marxism as their guide, resolutely and untiringly employ the weapon of 
criticism, and carry out timely, forthright, confident, and persuasive criticism 
and struggles against those literary and art works and literary and art ideas with 
erroenous tendencies. A critic is the author's close expostulatory friend; he 
should from a proletarian standpoint apply the Marxist viewpoint and methods, pro- 
foundly analyze the work's ideological content and artistic achievement, uncover its 
social significance, point out its successes and failures, and "urge ‘ft onto the 
correct, forwardlooking road." 
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Of course, in the practice of literary and art criticism, people may have differ- 
ent views with respect to the same author and his work; involved here is a differ- 
ence between the correct and the erroneous, but there may be also a range of angles 
from which the questions on hand are viewed and different opinions about literature 
and art. Contention, therefore, needs to be fully developed, without such conten- 
tion between different opinions, no sciencg can develop; the task of literary and 

art criticism is similar. He said: "The critic has the right to criticize the 
author through his criticism; the author also has the right to criticize the critic 
through his work." Only through common exploration can truth become clearer as more 
extensive debate is carried out. In so doing, "who is right and who is wrong, 

which is preserved and which is eliminated, becomes in the end all clear and without 
doubt."' Criticism and self-criticism are motive forces promoting literary and art 
creation and the development of literary and art theories. Authors and critics must 
launch regular criticism and self-criticism “in order to have literature and art ad- 
vance along with criticism." Lu Xun ardently expected critics to cultivate the habit 
of criticizing others as well as accepting the criticism of others, so that they both 
dare to criticize and are good at criticizing, endeavor to elevate the level of 
Marxist literary and art criticism, and thereby promote the prosperous development 

of literary and art creation and literary and art enterprises.

LI BAIZHAO PLAY PORTRAYS PARTY LEADERS IN 1930'S

[Text] Beijing, 26 Nov (XINHUA)--"Northward March" is a new play dealing with a 
critical period in the 1930's when the Chinese Communist Party leaders decided to 
move the Rea Army northward and to set up a base against Japanese aggression in 
northern Shaanxi. 


The author is one of the 30 women who survived the long march and knew the principals 
in the inner-party struggle. 


The eight-act play by 70-year-old Li Baizhao deals with the major party leaders 
during the most perilous period for the Chinese Red Army in the course of its long 
march. 


She dramatises the struggle of the party leadership against the refusal of Zhang 
Guotao to accept the Central Committee's decision to move north. She chooses from 
history the joining of the forces of the Central Red Army under Mao Zedong and the 
Fourth Front Army of the Red Army under Zhang Guotao in Sichuan; the reactions of 
party leaders after Zhang Guotao walks out a meeting; the working out by Mao Zedong 
of the grand strategy of taking the Central Red Army across the marshy grassland 
after learning how Zhang Guotao's manoeuvres are endangering the position of the 
whole army; the resistance of Commander-in-chief Zhu De to Zhang Guotao's pressure; 
and finally, the welcome to northern Shaanxi by Zhou Enlai, who was to become China's 
first premier, of the forces under Zhang Guotao after he reluctantly agrees to 

join the Central Red Army there. 


Audiences familiar from reading with the history of this period are delighted to 
see Mao Zedong, Zhou Enlai, Zhu De and other leaders of the older generation as 
they looked, acted and spoke 45 years ago. [Sentence as received] 


Critics praise the author for showing how the leaders, who have close ties with the 
rank and the file, work to disseminate their ideas, particularly among the officers 
and men of Zhang Guotao's forces who support the Central Committee's line for 

unity of the Red Army either from the very beginning or as they gradually come to 
understand the whole issue as a result of heavy losses Zhang Guotao's line brings. 
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Li Baizhao, then in her mid-20's, served with the three main forces involved in 
the long march during various stages of this strategic move. As a cultural worker 
doing propaganda work among the rank and the file, she encountered the leaders 

she describes in the play and stored up her impressions of them. 


Hoping to inspire young people with revolutionary history, she wrote the opera 
"Long March" in 1951. In the early 1960s she adapted it into a play. But the 
script was destroyed during the “cultural revolution" and it was never staged. 


Li Baizhao started writing her memoirs of the long march as soon as she finished 
the play "Northward March."

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NATIONAL MEETING ESTABLISHES ARCHIVES SOCIETY 
OW261410 Beijing XINHUA in English 1257 GMT 26 Nov 81 


[Text] Beijing, 26 Nov (XINHUA)--The Chinese Archives Society was established 
today at a national meeting of experts in this field with An Qingzhu, head of the 
State Archives Bureau, as president of the 77-member society council. 


Zeng San, senior former director of the bureau, and Yu Guangyuan, economist and 
vice-president of the Chinese Academy of Social Sciences, were made honorary 
presidents of the council. 


The academic organization defines its major tasks as organizing the study of 
archives science in China and arranging Chinese archives experts’ exchanges with 
foreign colleagues. The nation now has 3,000 records’ offices above the county 
level, and more than 400,000 organizations involved in some sort of archive work. 


The 250 participants at the meeting from all parts of the country will discuss the 
more extensive and effective use of archives, improvement of archive management 
and incorporation of modern systems in archive work. 


Having a recorded history of 5,000 years, the president said, China has more than 
30 million volumes of records of all the dynasties. Inscriptions on bones or 
tortoise shells of the Shang Dynasty (10th-1lth century BC) and bamboo slips used 
for records during ancient times are among the rare treasures of the world. 


The records of the Qing Dynasty (1636-1911) alone number 9 million volumes, An 
Qingzhu said. The China No 2 historical archives office in Nanjing has so many 
records of the Republic of China (1912-1949) that the volumes reach 27 kilometers 
long. The Chinese Communist Party has also had a considerable wealth of records 
over 60 years, he said. 


China boasts a great number of local chronicles and family trees throughout the 
nation. Records were written both in Han and minority languages, he said. 


This enormous number of records are the country's precious treasure, An Qingzhu said. 


He also said scientific records have rapidly grown as a new, important proportion 
of China's archives. 


The president hoped Chinese archivists would strengthen their sorting, evaluation, 
translation, compilation and publication of records.

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DANCE BASED ON 18TH CENTURY NOVEL OPENS IN BEIJING

[Text] Beijing, 27 Nov (XINHUA)--"A Dream of Red Mansions," a six-scene dance 
drama adapted from the 18th century novel of doomed love and the decline of 
feudalism, will open tonight at Beijing's Tiangiao Theater. 


This is the first dance drama based on Chinese classical literature and is presented 
by the China Opera and Dance Drama Theater and accompanied by a traditional Chinese 
orchestra. 


The novel by Cao Xueqin (about 1715-1963) is a story of the decline of a once- 
great-Manchu family and mirrors the inner conflicts and degeneration of feudal 
Chinese society. There are more than 400 characters in the story, which centers 
around the tragic love between the young aristrocrat Jia Baoyu and his cousin 
Lin Daiyu. The tragedy has been a favorite theme in traditional Chinese opera 
theater for years. 


Yu Ying, choreographer of the dance, said it has been her "long cherished desire” 
to present "Dream" in dance. "The visual art is a common language that goes beyond 
the limitations of spoken language or singing," she said. 


The dance drama concentrates on the two leading characters--Jia Baoyu and Lin 
Daiyu, accenting their spirit of rebellion against feudalism. 


Beginning with orphaned Lin Daiyu coming to seek shelter with her grandmother 
meeting Jai Baoyu for the first time, the drama ends with her death and Jai Baoyu's 
breaking away with the family after their live is destroyed. 


"The challenge to me," Yu Ying said, “has been that Baoyu and Daiyu are such 
familiar figures to the audience. It has become quite a trying job for our dancers 
to live up to the images in people's minds." 


The dancing has incorporated techniques of traditional opera, such as finger 
gestures, gaits and sleeve play. Violent movements such as lifts and leaps are 
avoided, 


Chen Ailian, China's leading classical dancer, stars as Lin Daiyu. Her performance 
evokes immediate sympathy. Jj Jinwu as Jai Baoyu is also impressive. 


"A Dream of Red Mansions" is the third new dance drama of the theater in the past 
3 years, and the 16th on Beijing stage in this period.

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ZHENG CHENGGONG PRAISED FOR AGRICULTURAL DEVELOPMENT 
Beijing BEIJING WANBAO in Chinese 29 Sep 81 p 3

[Text] Zheng Chenggong was the national hero who recovered Taiwan; he also was 
the developer of agriculture in Taiwan. 


When Zheng Chenggong and his officers and men first set foot on the soil of Tai- 
wan, it was "all wilderness and undeveloped," still "thin in population, with 

all the land uncultivated," It was even a problem for them to find enough things 
to eat. They couid eat only twice a day, and sometimes they had to stuff their 
hungry stomachs with wild vegetables and wild fruits. Not a few warriors became 
Sick, and some even died from hunger. 


Zheng Chenggong did not shrink in the face of difficulties. He noticed that the 
soil in Taiwan was fertile, the climate was temperate, rainfall was abundant, and 
irrigation conditions were good; thus, he was of the opinion that one could do 
very well with the development of agriculture. Said he: "They way to run a gov- 
ernment is to have enough food. After enough food is raised, a big enough army 
can also be raised." He therefore put forward a policy of "embodying the devel- 
opment of an army in the development of agriculture” and proceeded to have his 
garrison troops engage in land reclamation. Of the more than 30,000 soldiers 

and their family members he brought with him to recover Taiwan, Zheng Chenggong 
kept only a small number to undertake guard duty and sent all the rest to various 
localities to open up the wasteland. Each person was given half a year's salary 
as his or her land reclamation capital. They "set up their alters of worship by 
erecting bamboo sticks and built their huts by cutting down reeds." Thereby, 
they carried forward the historical tradition of reclaiming the land while serv- 
ing in the garrison--i.e., shouldering the dual tasks of fighting and production. 
"When there was an alarm, they threw their spears onto their shoulders and 
marched to the battlefield; when there was no such alarm, they threw their hoes 


onto their shoulders to till the fields © f the foodgrains they produced, ex- 
cept for the portions kept for their o» , one-third was submitted to the 
treasury. The characteristic features eng Chenggong's policy of having his 
garrison troops reclaim the land were t ill officers and men had to presonally 


exert themselves and that, in opening up wasteland, sowing, and planting vege- 
tables, they had to set personal examples by directly taking part in land recla- 
mation and production. It also was prescribed in writing: "No random earmark- 
ing of the existing land of the natives and the common people is allowed." "No 
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one is allowed to secure fuel from the forest out of the proper season or to fish 
by drying up the ponds." 


In running the government of Taiwan and developing the agriculture there, Zheng 
Chenggong paid extraordinary attention to the nationalities policy and took great 
care of the interests of the masses. He personally inspected and visited the 
communities where the Gaoshan tribes lived compactly together, inquiring how 

they were and also sending them the fabrics and tobacco they lacked. The people 
of the Gaoshan tribes took him as their kin, as droves of them, men and women, 
crowded his path wi .h welcoming provisions." At that time, the people of the 
Baoshan tribes had very backward methods of agricultural production. They "did 
not know how convenient it was to harvest with sickles, nor how sharp the ploughs, 
hoes, and axes were."' When they proceeded to harvest their grain, they could 
only pick one ear at a time by hand. Zheng Chenggong therefore gave each commun- 
ity a set of production tools, such as an ox, ploughs, hoes, sickles, etc, and 
also dispatched an experienced "farming teacher" to teach them the techniques of 
agricultural production and teach them how to use such advanced tools of produc- 
tion. Thereby, he made it possible for the people of the Gaoshan tribes “to use 
their strength sparingly and to reap their results expeditiously, to make their 
farming easy and their harvests abundant." The level of their agricultural pro- 
duction was thus greatly raised. In the fight to develop Taiwan's agriculture, 
the people of the Han nationality and the people of the Gaoshan tribes broke 
through brambles and thorns and sweated together. 


Because Zheng Chenggong placed emphasis on agiiculture and adopted positive meas- 
ures, agricultural production in Taiwan developed rapidly. After only a few 
years, "in the vast territory there was no longer any unattended land, while the 
army enjoyed surplus foodgrain provisions." After the death of Zheng Chenggong, 
his son Zheng Jingnong proceeded from Ximen to Taiwan to take over his father's 
unfinished work and continued to encourage land reclamation and agricultural de- 
velopment, especially stressing the production of sugar cane. Thereby, he es- 
tablished the foundation for the development of Taiwan's sugar industry. 
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
